The geography of Britaiiij as of all tlie iiiodcrn countries of 
Europej has uiitlergoiie at least two, p<;r!iops in some parts 
tliree changes of nomenelahire since ilie beginning of the Chris- 
tian era, Tlie names of places, whieh occur in e^irly British 
history, whilst the f.ucieut Bntons still enjoyed inflcpendence, 
were mostly altered or modified by the Romans, The Itab'an 
pronnuciation still delights to give euphony to tlie Teutonic and 
Celtic names of the north, by adding vowels and syllabic termi- 
nations to the unconLh consonants of the native idiom.* 

After the departure of the Bo mans, the conntry, now called 
England, but at that time Britain, was invaded and conquered 
by the Saxons. Tlie first leaders of this tribe of barbarians, 
• Hengist and Horsa, landed about the year of our Lord 44-1), and at 
the end of a hundred and fifty years, dming which there were 
continual Tvars between them and the Britons, we find that the 
names of most of the towns were changed or in some way 
modified by the new-comers.t

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In the jear 1066, William the Conqueror landed at Hastings^ 
and in tlie course of liis reign nearly all tlie baronies and great 
fiefs of the crown cUaiigcd hands and became the property of 
the Norman lords, who accompanied the duke. We can- 
not doubt that many planes, of less note or situated in remote 
districts, received new names according to the fancy or caprice 
of their new owners. 

To these causes may be mainly ascribed the great difficulty, 
which we have in identifying places, as described in ancient 
authors, with towns and villages still existing. 

There is little doubt that the town of Bamptoii is one of the 
oldest in England, Tlie etymology of the name shows it to 
be of Ancient British origin, unchanged by the tide of Anglo- 
Saxon invasion, whicli swept away so much of British laws, 
customs, and language, Tlie terminatiou -ton, which marks 
so many names of towns all over the island, is spelt in nearly 
all old manuscripts -tune, and was probably at first pronounced, 
as the modem Scotch pronounce it, -toon. A large number 
of English towns end with the syllable -don, and this termi- 
nation also is written -dun or -dune in ancient manuscripts. 

It is not to be denied that these termirtations -to:* and 
-DON are also Anglo-Saxon fonns, * and pass for such amcmg 
lexicographers ; but those who reflect on the numerous 
names of towns, ending in -dinum &c. and existing over 
all Ancient Britain and Gaul, long before the invasion of the 
Batons, can hardly avoid the inference that tlie Ceitie language

If then tliis theory be correct, — and 1 tliink it is hardly 
susceptible of a doubt, — -it remains to enquire what wa^ the 
primitive signification of these syllables *ton, -bon, -tuxEj 
-DUKEj -BUNUMi DiNUMj &c. from which ETC derived the 
modern English words -town and -dowk. Now the theory 
that these words are of British or Celtic origin^ is much 
strengthened by the fact that the f rencli langnage^ which, like 
the Englishj derives many words from the old Celtic, still 
retaim the word dunk denoting a height or eminence, 
generally of an open or exposed character, and similar in 
appearance to that particuhir kind of country which we call 
a DOWN* If therefore we can discover any coimeetion be- 
tween the idea of a town, as we at present understand 
the word, aod tliat of a down, we shall ho?e no diflculty 
in proving that -ton, -to^'e^ -don^ -btjnEj -oowNj and town 
are different modifications of the same word^ and^ as far 
as etymology is concernedj denote the same thing. Such a 
connection is not difficnlt to find, when we reflect that the 
towns of the Ancient Britons were all strongholds, erected 
on DOWNS or heights, according to the description given of 
them bv Csesar and other ancient writers.

There is, 
mdecd, no doubt that the whole tract of country in wliich 
it is situated J like aU swampy places frequently subject to 
inundation, was covered with a large forest, in memory of which 
the name of ^'Bampton in the Bush/* distinguishing the 
toi^o from others, its namesakes, has descended even to our 
own times* f 

§ %. DESCRlFnOH OP BAMFFON IN ITS PEESEMT STATE. 

Leaving then the etymology of the name as sufficiently 
a sccrl allied for our present purpose, 1 shall proeeed io 
describe the jmrisli in its preaent state, with reference 
to its position in the counfy of Oxford, the nature of its 
soil, and its bearings in regard to other towns and places 
of greater Importance in its vicinity. 

A verj^ slight inspection of the map of England wiU sliew 
that the river called successively the Isis and the Thames, 
for a length of about 100 miles, forms a boundary between 
the counties of Oxfordshire and Berkshire. This noble 
stream leaves Glocestershire near the small village of Kelms- 
cott and flowing eastwards takes a bend, first towards the 
north and afterwards back to the south so aa to enclose a 
large projecting part of Berkshire* It then makes a large 
bend towards the cast, and again ascendiug towards the

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uorih and enclosing in its course all the southern half of 
Oxfordshire, it quits the county at the inarket-lown of Henley 
upon Thames. 

At the south-western corner of Oxfoidshire, and lying on 
tlie north side of the river, is tlie hundred of Bampton, 
wliich, besides the market-town and parish of Bampton with 
its various hamlets, contains the large and ancient towns ol 
Witney and Burford, the township of Grafton, the parishes 
of Alvcscott, Asthall, Asthall Leigh, Black Bourton other- 
wise called Boreton or Burton Abbat's, Bradwell, Broughton 
Poggs, Clanfiold, Ducklington, Filkins, Harley, Hardwicke, 
Kclmscott, Kencott, Brize-Norton, Radcot, Standlake, Upton, 
Signet, Wcstwell, lelford, and the chapebry of Holwell. 
The hundred of Bampton is cut off from the rest of the 
county by the river Windrush or Wainrus, which, leaving 
Gloucestershire near Burford, separates the hundred of Bamp- 
ton from that of Wootton, and passing on to Witney bends 
towards the south, and, after forming a boundary line between 
Bampton and Chadlington hundred, falls into the Isis near 
New Bridge in the parish of Staudlake. The parish of Bamp- 
ton is the most southerly in the hundred to which it gives 
a name, and is bounded on the south, by the river Isis which 
skirts it for a distance of about 8 ihiles between the par- 
ishes of Standl^e on the east and Clanfield on the west. 
The boundary hne, where it quits the river on the east, 
touches successively on the parish of Staudlake, Hardwick- 
field, Yelford, Ducklington, Curbridge a hamlet in the pa- 
rish of Witney, Brize-Norton, Blackbourton, and Clanfield, 
after which it again joins the river on the western side 
of the parish about a mile short of Kadcot bridge. 

This large parish is distant about 7 miles SE. by S. 
from Burford, 6 SW. by W. from Witney, and about 
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14 miles W. from Oxford in a strait line througk the parishes 
of Standkkc and North -moorj across Bablock-hythe ferry^ and 
from thence through the grounds of the Earl of Abingdon 
and the village of Cnmnor, to Oxford, The communicatioD 
between Bampton and London has always been atteaded 
witli many difficulties, resulting partly from the nature of 
the country, ^ and partly tmm its not being situated near any 
of the great high-roads which connect London with the pro^ 
vinces. Whilst on the south or Berksliire side of the river 
the country rises suddenly into h long chain of hills extending 
for many miles east and west, and leaving little or no in- 
terval between their foot and the water's edge, the cauntiy on 
the side of Orfordshire expands into a large plain^ reacliing 
from Cumnor in the east to beyond Fairford in the west, a 
distance of from twenty to thirty miles. In this extent of 
country, bordering on the north bank of the river Isis, some 
parts of the parish of Bampton are the very lowest, lying, here 
anjd there, almost as low as t-he river's bed, so that 
an inundation is a matter of frequent occurrence, and in 
winter many thousand acres are covered with water. The 
length of Bampton parish is about 6 miles from its most 
east'Cm hamlet, Brighthampton, to its western boundary ou the 
Oanfield road. In this direction the country is perfectly flat 
with hardly the slightest rise or undulation of surface ; but 
its width, which extends from Tadpole bridge in the south 
to Lew, the most northerly hamlet of Bampton parish, is 
about 4 miles, of which the last mile and half is a gradual

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rise towards a line of low hills running from Hardwicke aitd 

Standlake fields in tbe East, through Yelford and LeWj where 
it rises to its Jiighest elevation at Lew Barrow, and fall» 
awa)' gr«ulually on all sides betwe^ the parishes of Brize* 
Norton, Black-Eoreton and Kencot. 

In the midst of the flat bonnded on the north by the Lew 
bills and on the sonth by the river Isis^ is situated the 
town of Bamptoiij at about equal distances from the north- 
ern and southern botindaries of the parish j but much nearer 
to its western than to its eastern extremity, being four miles 
distant from the latter and only one mile from the foraier. 
The parish contains^ besides the townsliip of Bampton, the 
villages or hamlets of Weald, iladdon. Lew, Aston^ Chimney, 
Brighthampton, Old Shiffordj New ShifTord, Cote^ and Enshey, 
Of these hamlets. Lew is sufficiently extensive to become 
hereafter a parish by itself. Aston is a stiU more considerable 
village, and wiUj in conjnnction with Cote, Brighthamptonj 
Cliimney^ Old and New Shifford, form another separate pa- 
rish, so tlrnt Bampton wiU retain^ of all its former depen- 
denciesj nothing but the hamlets of Rushey, Haddon and Weald, 
the last of whieh already joins it so as to shew no apparent 
separation. 

Of these villages^ and hamlets^ some are of the smalls 
description, being rather localities than places where several 
families reside. Thus Haddou contains only one farm-house and 
a few cottages of labourers. Chimney has two farm-liouses 
only, and Rusliey, situated on the river at almost the south-west- 
em corner of the parish^ contains only one house, inhabited by 
a single family^ who have tlie charge of a lock estabhshed there 
to facihtate the navigation of the river, I may observe that 
the etymology of tlie name Rush-eye or '" the isle of tushes,'* is 
substantiated not only by the nature of the place, but by the 
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siouiar formsj " Sheppe/' "or the isle of sheep/' "Thoruey," 
or the "isle of thorns/' ''Anglesey/' or the " isle of the An- 
gles/' and others, which abound in almost all parts of Eng- 
land. Bttt it is not necessary to go to a distance for esamplea 
of this ancient Anglo-Saxon mode of forming names of places ; 
for I believe the hamlet of Chimney may possibly derive its 
name in a similar manner, as if written Chimn-eyc, though there 
is another etymology of this name which will be hereafter men- 
tioned ; and Lake Eeddy lanCj which leads from the Buckland 
road towards the meadows, seems to retain traces of having 
originally taken its name from '^ Heed -eye*' or the ^ isle of 
reeds/* It has been already observed tlmt the Dame of 
Bampton signifies the '^ Tree-town/' and, to conclude the Kst, 
it may be observed that Aston is written Estaoe i» e. East- 
town in Leofric's Charter : Shifford is the " sheep-ford/' Bright- 
hampton is composed of the three worda BEianTj ham, and 
TOWK : Haddon i& a word formed out of the old termination 
-DON before described, though the meaning of its first syllable 
HAD- seems more uncertain ; but the etymology of Lew has 
liithcrto bafded all my euquiries. 

§ 3, OF THE CLIMATE, SOIL, AND ?0PULAT102J OJ" BAIOTOJf 

PAHISH. 

The climate of Bajnpton is considered to be remarkably salu- 
brious, owing io a great measure, to the gravelly nature of the 
soil. The water also is excellent, except in situations where it 
is exposed to contamination from decayed vegetable- matter. 
Fish abounds, not only in the river, but in all the brooks ; and 
the fine flavour which they possess, is thought to be a strong 
proof of the healthmess of the air. Tlie soil of the northern 
part of Bampton parish, wliich lies upon the hill from Yelford 
to Brizc-norton, including the whole of Lew, abounds in clay.

which renders the cultivation of the land more difficult and its 
jirotits less ample, but the soil of t!mt portion of the district 
wliich lies iu the plaiuj is a contiuued stratum of gmvel cover- 
ed by a tldu surfiice of vegetable mould. It is tolerablj fertile 
and suceptible of a liigh degree of culUratioDj except where it 
is exposed to the annual iuundaf ion from the river. The total 
[topulatiou of Bamptou and its villages^ according to the last 
census, was ^S04j and the number of acres in the whole parish 
12^30, of which about 3000 are under the plough. 

The following table shews the population and acreage of each 
hamlet or village separately :

The grain mostly cultivated is wheat, and the system of agri- 
culture, though no doubt liable to be regulated, as elsewhere^ 
by the custom of the conntryj is in a great measure dependent 
on the taste or discretion of the farmers. This latitude of prajc- 
tise has however been introduced, only since the luclosure-Act 
of 1812 ; for, when the principal part of the parish was laid out 
in common fields, it was necessary that a uniform system should 
be followed, to ensure an equal share of benefit to aU who had 
a right of common. The course then pursued was the four- 
year or four-crop course, according to which they sowed wheat 
the first yeaTj beans the second, and barley the tliird, after which 
the land was suffer^ to lie fallow the fourth year, to recover 
its strength for the ensuing crop of wheat. 

Bat many other kinds of grain grow with much freedom in all 
parts of the parish. Oats thrive well; barley is periiapa the 
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least productive : peas seem to agt«e with the nature of the 
soU, and yet they are little cwHivated ; for they axe never plen- 
tiful and generally sold at a high price. All kinck of roots and 
other vegietables are also grown in great abundance : potatoes 
here^ as elsowherCj are the standard produce of the kitchen gar- 
den. Jerusalem artichokes are astonishingly productiye: X 
have gathered nearly a peck of them from a single root. , The 
uaital kinds of fruit grown in gartlens are found in Bampton. 
Apples grow ui all parts of the parish, and from the produce of 
the orchard belonging to Cote house, Mr* Eichard Townsend, 
the enterprising tenant of that farm, has often made fifteen or 
twenty hogs-heads of cider in one season* 

Apricots, walnuts and p^rs grow with great luxuriance: 
strawberries have been said to be ill -adapted to the soilj but this 
is certainly an error ; for there are some gardens where the 
finest specimens of this fruit have been gathered, and in order 
to secure a good crop it seems to be only necessary to well 
moisten the beds in which they grow. 

$ 4. Of thb tow?* of bampton. 

The town itself of Bampton consists of three principal streets 
which meet on the market-place Here stands a large town- 
hall, the lower part of which is surrounded by open arches and 
forms a small but commodious market-house. It is to be wish- 
ed that this building could be more serviceable to the inhabi- 
tants in the use for which it was erected ; but the neighbour- 
ing markets of Witney, FaringdoUj Biurford, and even Oxford at 
the distance of so many mile^, are too attractive to the farmers, 
and the market of Bampton^ which is held on Wednesdays, sel- 
dom presents more than a few dealers in eggs, and butter, though 
large numbers of pigs are sold on tliat day. 

Of the three streets which meet on the mirket-plaec, LLigh- 
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ilreet seems to be the prineipel : oo reachiog the extremity of 
tJie town towoiTds the South-eastj it is separated into two 
blanches^ one of which leads*to Aston^ Shifford^ Brighthamptoiij 
&€, the other, passing o^er Fisher's bridgej and two miles fur- 
ther on^ over Tadpole bridge, leads to Enddand, Stanford^ 
and the Faringdon Road Station on the Great Western rail- 
way. From thb statioo Bainpton is about nine miles distant. 

Returning to the Tom- Hall and taking a northerly direction, 
w€ find ourselves in Broad Street, so called from its great breadth : 
it is a dull street, lioed on both sides with low houses, possess- 
ing little to attract the notice of the traveller. At the end of 
Broad Street, separating the town from the country are the 
grounds aud large manor-house of Bampton Deanery, the pro- 
perty and residence of Frederick Whitaker Esquire^ J. P- This 
estate is copy -hold, held in lease of the Dean and chapter of 
Exeter. 

To the west of Broad-Street are two or three lanes or back- 
streets leading to the Parish-church and buiying-ground j the 
widest of these is generally called Church Street, The 
third principal thoroughfare is called Mill-Street, from the mill- 
stream over which it runs, aud passing through Weald between 
an old house now occupied as a school, sometimes called 
the manor-house of Bamptcu, aud the ruins of the old castle, 
now called Ham-court, divides itself^ at Cow -leas comer, into 
two branches, one of which leads to Clanfield, and over Badeot 
bridge to Faringdon the other leads through the villages of 
Black-Boreton, Alvescott, Keucott, &c, to Lechlade and Fair- 
ford in Gloucestershire. , 

We again return to the town, and proceed to describe the 
principal objects of interest which it contains. The first of these 
is its fine paaish-church« 
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§ 5, Of the paeish-chuech oe bamfton. 

The church of Bampton is situated on the north-western 
eidfe of the town^ in the centre of a large church-yard, 
which, from being removed out of the immediate thorough- 
farCj and from the number of trees with which it abounds, 
has a rural and interesting appearance. The church -yard is 
skirted on three sides by the street ; on the north-side of it, is 
the ancient gate*way leading to the Deaneiyj next to which 
13 the principal of the three vicarages, destined hereafter, 
when the portions are separated, to become the residence of 
the vicar of Bampton Proper, Adjoining to the gardens of 
the vicarage, on the eastern side, is a respectable house of 
considerable antiquity, and once in the occupation of a family 
named Wood, who, from circnm stances hereafter to be men- 
tioned, have acquired a species of historic, or at least romantic, 
notoriety. The house is now the property of Thomas Den- 
ton, Esq., one of the lords of the manor of Bampton, To it 
succeed two rustic cottages; and a small side entrance gate- 
way, leading through the grounds of Bampton Deanery manor- 
house, completes the northern side of the square in which the 
pansh-church is situated. On the eastern side are two houses 
only, namely a low cottage and a large house which was for- 
merly one of the vicarages, but has lately been sold with the 
consent of the bishop to raise money for building another vica- 
rage-house hereafter, when the livings are separated, in the pa- 
rish of Aston. On the south-side of the church-yard are some 
riuDS and the third vicarage, a roomy and comfortable residence, 
hut with no pretensions to heauty of appearance or architec- 
tural omatrent. It will hereaft er be the residence of the vicar 
of Lew, until a more convenient situation for a new vicarage 
shall be obtained within the parish, of wliich he will have the 
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charge. The principal appfoach, leading to the South -porch of 
the churchy near CImrch Strei^tj is on this sitlej and the 
point of view, fco a spectator standing near the gate of the oM 
Grammar-ichool, is pictarcsque and pleasing* Tlie western 
side of the Church-jard is occupied by the Dtsaneiy-house, lawn, 
and paddock^ which are separated by a wall from the 
church-yard. 

The church itself is a handsome cruciform baildiTigj 
possessing many peculiarities in its architecture and orna- 
ments. It is compoted of a nave with north and south isles, two 
tratisepts and a chancel. On the eastern side of the north 
transept is a small chapel^ now used as an engtne-hotise : the 
south transept has two chapels^ one on each side of it : that 
on the t^stcm side is generally called Hoard's isle, because it 
was the burial-place of the Hoard family, formerly owners of Cote 
house* The western isle of the south transept is open to the 
nave of the churchi and m occupied by pews. The service of 
the church is performed in the nave only ; the transeptSj from 
the size of the building and the cluiasy galleries which sur- 
round the nave and separate it from the rest of the churcli, 
are at present of no other use than as passages or thoroughlkres 
to the interior. 

Over the junction of the nave with the bfanseptsj stands a 
massive tower rising about 65 feet from the ground: above 
which is placed a stately spirCj about 150 feet high from the 
ground, a conspicuous object to all the surrounding country. At 
the base of the spire^ and springing from the corners of the 
tower, are figures of the four evangelists, giving to the exterior of 
the church tliat jieculinr appearance which belongs to many of the 
Oxfordshire churches. The chanced is of ample dimensions and 
contains on each side old oak seats, curved with foliage and 
iiguiesj and moveable on hinges, like those of a cathedral' 
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church or college-chapel ; but there 13 no record of there Imviiig 
been a larger body or chapter of clergy than its three vicars ; 
and it is believed that the appellation ^Dcaneryj^ which is 
applied to the ancient houae adjoining to the church -yard, forms 
no ground for supposiug that there was ever a Dean of Bamp- 
too ; the name is probably derived from some temjKjmry 
or occasional residence of one of the Deans of Exeter^ or 
i>erhaps from tlie mere fact of its having been the property of 
those dignitaries. 

T!ie living of Bampton is divided into three portionaj licld 
by three vicars who arc termed '^ portioiusts," It hasj liow- 
evcrj rarely happened that three incumbeiits have been all resi- 
dent at once : for wtiilst one or other of the portions has been 
held by non-resident yicarSj having other preferment elsewherej 
it has even happened that two of the portions bavc^ at least twice 
withiu the memory of man, been held by the same vicar ; nor is 
it now probable that the parish will ever derive beaefit from the 
presence of its three ecclesiastical superiors : the reforming 
spirit of the a^e has directedj through a recent ordinance of 
the ecclesiastical commission, that, when a new vicar shall be 
appointed, the three portions shall be separate dj and each shall 
form a distinct parish. 

The architecture of the church is of various styles i the 
most ancient part of the building is to be sought for at the in- 
tersection of t lie chancel and transepts : here is still remaining 
a low serai-circular ornamcutal arch with mouldings laid upon 
a square style of masonry, such as marks Hie Saxon and Nor- 
man period. The four pointed arches^ on which the tower 
rests, are next in antiquity, and the whole of the tower above 
is certainly earlier than any part of the superstructure of 
either the nave, chaficcl, or transepts. The upper part of the 
tower is occupied !>y a peal of six line- to lit d belb^ besides a 
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smaller s|>reimciij which gives forth an att^nuiateil 5ouniIj tsft 
inferior to the majostic notes tUat proccGil from its more pon- 
derous neighbours. 

Besides these belb the tower coulniiii a largia dock, whichj 
when it strikes, is heard to a considerable distance. Tltere arc 
also chiniesj which play an ancient carol at the houfs of ooe^ 
five, and nine. The practice of ringing the eurfew b also retaao- 
cd at BamptoD ; at B in the evening a bell sends fortt its soK- 
tary voicej but no fires or candles are now e^ctinguti^lied at the 
signal, which, like the letttir of an obsolete law, still appears on 
the p^^es of the statute-book, though its spirit has depart- 
ed t At 4 in the morning, also, from Lady-day to Michaelmas, 
the Matins hell is placed on duty : ao tenacious are we in 
some respects of the customs of our f orefathefs > we riBg the 
curfew at evening to warn the country*man to rest^ and in 
the moniing by the matins-bell summon him from them^ 
to liis daily labours I 

On the floor immediately beneath the bells is a handsome 
belfry mth double niches on every side worked in the thick- 
ness of the wall- A sqnare trap-door appears in the centre 
of Uie floor, which was formerly open to the church beneath^ 
but has within the last century been boarded up. The floor of the 
belfry, about 40 feet from the ground, rests on a sort of string- 
course of ornamental masonry, which is readilj seen from the 
church below, and seems to lead to the inference that an orna- 
mental gallery was formerly in the place of the mean and 
rotten boarding which now forms the cieling of this portion of 
the church. 

The roof of the whole building is of the Gothic or Tudor 
period, consisting of flat timber-work covered with heavy lead. 
The isles are separated from the nave by handsome rows of 
massive pillars^ over wliicU arc clerestory windows of the 
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latest style of Gothic architecture. These were, no iloubt, 
added in more modern times j when the ancient high pitciicd 
roof was removed, to replace small circular or quatrefoil win- 
dowsj which would certainlj be moic in harmony wiHi the 
pointed character of all the existing features of the originaJ 
building. 

Amongst the numerous monuments in this church arc three 
brasses in the floor of the eliancclj on one of which is en- 
graved the effigy of Robert Kolcotj priest, and vicar of this pa- 
rish, who died on the E5th of October 150 U, Ant, h Wood 
fitates, that he believes the learned Dominican, namtd Robert 
Holcotj of Northampton, who died in 1349, was not connexitcd 
with Bobert Holcot, of Bampton ; who, he thought, was one of 
the family of that name raiding in the neighbonrhood, at Back- 
land in Berksliire* On another brasa is an effigy of Plyramya- 
wood, of whom we shall again speak hereafter, in enumerating 
those who have Bucccsaively been vicars of this church* The 
tliird effigy is of a lady, Frances Hoard, of whose family nume- 
rous memorials exist in this church, affonling considerable 
materiali for a biography of their highly re&pectable house. 

On the cast side of the north transept, within the chapel be- 
fore alluded to, is a beautiful recumbent efligy, apparently of 
the period of king Henry the 4th, but it is unfortunately so 
mutilated, and wantonly disfigured, that it is imi>ossible to ar- 
rive at any satisfactory conclusioii as to the personage whom it 
is intended to commemorate. 

Another recumbent effigy, which was intended no doubt to 
repose within the church, is now placed in tlie church-yard, near- 
ly under the east window ; its mutilated state renders it diffi- 
cult to say whclher it is the effigy of n man or of a woman, 

On the wall between this ch3|>el and the chancel is a speci- 
men of enriched sculpture, let into tlie wall ; it reprcscntSj with- 
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in florid Gothic recesses, Christ and the twelve apostles : the 
carving is however indifferently executed, and the piece is in- 
teresting only as affording an example of the style of the fif- 
teenth century. This and many other of the ornamental parts 
of the church were once richly covered with paint, wliich, for 
centuries perhaps, has been concealed from view by the all-enve- 
lopping white-wash, by which so many of our old parish church- 
es have been disfigured. This carving was probably intended 
originally to be a reredos to the high-altar, or perhaps it may 
have been an appendage to one of the altar-tombs, of which 
piscinae and other vestiges are still to be seen in various parts 
of the church. 

In a manuscript volume, forming part of the Bawlinson 
Collection in the Bodleian library, and which will be often quot- 
ed in this work, I find the following account of arms and paint- 
ed glass, formerly found in Bampton church, but now, as far 
as I know, destroyed. 

On a stone on the ground in the body of the Church : Barry of 20> 
an Orle of Martletts, on an escutcheon a maunche impaling 3 coates 
per pale, viz : 

1. a fess petty between 3 martletts. 2. a Buck's or Stagg's head 
having between the homes a cross crosslett fitch, and in its mouth a 

barbed arrow Boulstrode. This stone with the said three coats 

thereon were laid and putt for John Hastings, esq. who died the XIII 
of January, an. MDXLI. Upon the said monument also are these 
armes : 1 . a fess petty between 3 martletts, as above, impaling Boul- 
strode, as above. 2 Boulstrode alone. 

In the windows of the Church : 1. Chaworth. 2. Exeter college armes. 
3. Delamore quartering. 4. Held... a chevron, or, between three castles 
argent, each having issuing thence a demilion rampant of the second. 
GALFRIDV8 DE CA.IO obiit MCCCCLVI. 5. argent, a chevron between 
three birds (choughs) sable, legged and becked or. Had. Fretevill. 
Gules 3 lions passant, or, England. England with a file of five lables, 
each charged with three fleurs de lize. Gules, cross patt^e, or (or ar- 
gent.) Gules, 3. cheveronells, or. Lord Dawbeny's armies. These 
three coats were visible on an old tombstone, with a man thereon in 
armour cut in stone, and seeminp; very ancient. 
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In Dr Plott's History of Oxfordshire arc tlic arms of tlic 
Triiiders, Hordes and Dewes^ familica mucli connected with the 
history of Bampton during the sixtecutli, seveutecnth and 
eighteenth centuries. 

On the ends of the old canred scats, at the entnince of the 
chaneelj are some crests or other heraldic devices, but not 
carlierj perhaps, than the sixteenth century : among these the 
hunting-horn is cotispicuous. 

At the back of the galleries, Diid ueoriy close to the roof of 
the isles of the church arc some uncommoidy fine corbel-heads, 
proving that the art of sculpture was as extensively studied by 
our forefathers as that of arehitceture* The cattiedrals and 
[Karish- churches, which exist, bot!i in England, and all parts of the 
continent, exhibit spccinfiens, which for boldness of design and 
exccutiouj equal many of the productions both of Greece and 
Rome, 

The arms of the see of EKeter occur in the chancel and other 
parts of the building, and the Norman doorcase leading into 
the south transept, and the Gothic semi -porch and entrance 
at the we^t end of the navcj are specimens worthy of the 
notice of antiquaries. 

The other monuments,* not here specified, are not remark- 
able for originality of design or architectural beauty. As 
a copy of all the ejiitaphs taken from the tombs both ^vithin 
and witliout the church \rill be found in another part of 
this volume, it is unnecessary here to repeat in brief what may 
there be seen in ali its details. 

I conclude this account of Bampton church with the follow- 
ing remarks of Mr* Skelton, who has devoted several pages, in 
liis valuable " Antiquities of Oxfordshire," to a description of 
this parish, its church and other autiqiiilies. 

*^ The i!iassive tower affords a good specimen of Norman 
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arehitecturej but the onm mental belfry clcarij clemon?;lrafes, 
that the architect did not eonteiuplate that this part of the 
towt;r should be hidden from the apectatoFj viewing it from the 
floor of the church* It h much to be lamented^ that the 
internal architectural beauty of many of om^ finest towers ha» 
been destroyed by the mode of bell-ringing, which tenders it 
necessary to have bdfrics nearer to the bells. 

The great antiquity of the church is clearly attested bj 
considerable portions of Norman architecture observable in 
various parts of the structure. These remains are however so 
intenuiugled with architecture of subsequent agesj that in this 
building alone we have examples of altnost every period, from 
the conquest to the reign of King George the Third. From 
the character of the spire, and other parts of this buUding, it 
appears probable that it was erected about the same time as 
the neighbouring eh arches of Witney and BurfonL" 



§ 6, Of THE VICAES AND OUUTICU-ESTABLISHMBNT OF 

BAUVTOS, 

Tho church of Hampton is open for divine service on 
Sundays at the hours of 11 and 3, and on Wednesdays and 
Fridays at 11. To these Iiave of late been added services 
in the chancel, at 8 in the morning on ordinary days, and at II 
and 4 on Saints-days* The Sunday services are on the whole 
well attended, but at the weekly service there is but a scanty 
congregation^ owing, no doubt^ to the laborious daily occupa- 
tions of the inhabitants i 

The duties of the CImrch are discharged by the three 
vicars or their curates, who formerly, when there were 
only the parish -church of Barapton and the chnpel-of- 
case at Shifford, were on duty each during four months 
of the year, but, tliis arrangement not brint^ fjgrceable 
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to one of the former vicars^ it was dctemdncd in a court 
of law thai the three itiGumhents should discharge the 
duties of the parish in turn, each every third week. Since 
the erection of two additional churches^ at Lew and at 
AstoD^ the Sunday aeriices have fallen sufficieQtly heavy 
on all the three vicars alike, or on those who as curates 
perform these duties for them. 

The revenues of the vicafs of Bampton are considefahle; and 
in eonseqiienee of cineumBtanoes which have happened from 
timo to time, arise from various sources. The origiual source 
of reveuue were tithes, which were paid by all the inhabitants 
of the town aud the adjoining hamlets. In addition to these, 
a sum of £ 100 is paid yearly to the tricars bj the parish 
of Clanfield, Similar payments, but much smaller in amount, 
are made by the parishes of Staudlake and Yelford ; the for- 
mer of these, under the name of *' Pension-tithe," pays 
£ ^. ^s. 6d., the latter pays twenty pence, a year^ to the vicars 
of Bampton. In return for this payment^ certain lauds in both 
those parishes are exempt from the payment of tithes to their 
own clergymen, but I have not been able to discover the oijgin 
of the payments. 

In the year 1812 large tracts of common land were enclosed 
in this parish^ and by an arrangement then madcj three estates^ 
lying in different parts of the parishj were set ajiart for the 
vicar iu lieu of tithes ; so tliat at present the town of Bamp- 
ton and the hamlets of Weald and Lew are titlie-frec. In ad- 
dition to the^G estates, and tlie money which oomcs in from 
Claiifield, Standlate and Yelford, the hamlets of Aslon and 
Cote, which for titlic-purposes are assessed together, also 
Brightliampton, Sliifford, and Chimney, which are separately 
assessed, pay eeTtaiii smns of money yciirly, according to the 
recciit mii for the commutation uf tithes : and from tdl these 
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sources, the three portionists of the living of Bampton enjoy 
a revenue amounting to between fifteen hundred and two thou- 
sand a year.* 

The other officers, attached to the church establishment of 
Bampton, are a clerk, sexton, organist, and company of ringers. 
A bedel, also, although proprly a civic functionary, is mostly 
seen on duty near the sacred edifice, under whose shadow, 
perhaps, from his advanced years, he already contemplates enjoy- 
ing his last rest. 

The custody of the parish- church of Bampton is in the 
hands of two church-wardens, one of whom is appointed by 
the vestry-meeting, the other by the three vicars. One of the 
gentlemen who now hold this office, has discharged its duties 
with credit and respectabiUty during the long period of 
thirty years. 

The parish-clerk of Bamplon is appointed by the vicars ; his 
salary is £ 1 a year, besides which he receives certain fees, 
paid for burials and other services, according to a scale which 
may be seen on a board suspended in the Vestry-room : the 
sexton is elected by the parishioners in vestry assembled, and 
receives £6. 19. a year, besides fees. 

The organist receives £24 a year, being the interest, at 4 per 
cent, of £2703 lent, with other monies, to the Stoken-church 
Turnpike-trust: besides £2. 19s. the interest, after paying 
legacy-duty, &c., of £100 bequeathed by Miss Carr. 

The office of Organist is at present filled by Miss Whitaker, 
a lady possessing zeal and ability in the duties which she 
condescends to undertake, and a member of that highly re- 
spectable family resident at Bampton, whose urbanity gives

§. 7, OrDEE and SUCCESSION" OF THE VICARS OF BaMPTON, 

To form a complete list of tlie vicai-s of Bampton from the 
time of LcofriCj is a task which the absence of early records ren- 
ders totally impossible. It is difficult to say what circumstance 
first led to the threefold division of the vicarage, and I believe 
the instances of a similai" arrangement are extremely few, The 
institution-books of the diocese of Oxford, and probably of 
most dioceses, extend back only to A, D. ISi'Sj and there are 
few notices of vicars of Bampton before that period. The ma* 
terialsj from which I have formed this list of vicars, are princi- 
pally the following*

He was so extremely fond of the Greek and Latin Clnssies, 
that he entered into their ipirit and way of writing in a manner iupe- 
nor to all who had gone Wfore him, Tha natural sw^etncAs of riti 
temper and the easy affahility^ wherewith he treated every person, en* 
dcared him to all the gentlemen in the coIli?ge* 

Dr, Aldrichp at that time dean of Christ** Churchy was much 
nddirted to finioking tohaeco ; and one morning^ Mr. Philllpi and 
Mr, Smith his ehum laid a wager» that, if one of them would go at 
th.it moment and call upon the dean, he would find him smoking, 
Mr. Phillips wan the person who took the affirmative side of the ques- 
tion, and when he came to the dean^s opsrtnientt the doctor asked him 
his business 7 To whom he answered in that simple manner^ to which 
he was accustomed from his infancy, telling the natnre of the wager, 
and that he was come there to have it decided. ** Mr. Phttlips/* said 
the dean, with the greutest ^ood -nature, "you have lost your wager, 
for I am not smoking, but 6lUng my pipe/' 

His poem, entitled ^* the Splendid Shilling *' raked his fame to such 
a degree J that lord Harcourt ernployed him to write a poem on the 
battle of Blenheim, in opposition to that composed hy Mr, Addison, 
on the same subject. This poem was held in umeh estimation, 
but his best poem is always considered to be that which he com^* 
posed on Cyder, and is an excellent imitation of the style of Virgirs 
Georgics, 

Phillips intended to write a poem on the Last Judgement, as we 
are told by Mr. Smith, ({is continued ili state of health at last 
hrm»ght on a consumption, which put a period to his life at Hereford ^

This Hst contains all the names of vicars, that I have been 
able to collect, and is, I fear, very inaccurate in many particu- 
lars, from the deficiency of data, and the numerous palpable 
errors with which the Oxford Institution books abound. 

§ 8. PAUISH-REGISTERS NO LONGER IN USE, KEW IN THE SMALL 
IBON CHEST. 

The registers of the parish of Bampton which are no longer 
in use arc contained in a small iron-chest, deposited in the 
vcstry-room of the parish -church. They consist of 12 volumes 
in folio and 2 in quarto. These last, together with one of the 
folios, contain the entries of baptisms, weddings, and burials 
pertaining to the church of Shifford, and have been kept of 
late years, with the rest of the Registers, in the mother-church 
of Bampton. The whole series are ticketed with labels, num- 
bered from 1 to 14, for the convenience of reference. We will 
briefly describe them in- order. 

No. 1. A folio volume, of parchment, and in rather a dila- 
pidated condition. Each page is divided in double columns, 
and the ink is much faded, from age, in several parts of the 
volume, particularly at tlic beginning. The first entries refer

As the hand -writing, in which this morsel of jKilitical wisdom 
lias been handed down to posterity^ is of a more recent date than 
the latest of the entries contained in the volume^ it must have 
been written since James the Second was expelled by his son- 
in-law William the Third ; when, consequently ^ the writer hud 
witnessed the example of family-love which the Dutch monarch 
anti his liard- hearted wife set to their subjects in their behavi- 
our towards their detlironed paj-ent. 

The rest of the volume is occupied with " BuriaU8/^ from 
Oct. A. D. 1538j to May 17, 16S5, iu which the Latin words 
' vidua,^ ^ filius/ and ^ liliaj^ occur fircqueutly, as before* 

On the last page of the book ia the following curious 
note;

§ 10. DEEDS IN THE CHEAT lEOX CHEST. 

In the great iron ehe&l, besides the old vestry-booksj are 
contained a large number of de^ds relating to the charities of 
the towii> securities for charity -money lent on mortgages^ besides 
other paperSj of a more temporary interest^ and now of little or 
no value to the parish. The principal of these papers will be 
hereafter referred to^ under the head of the " Public Charities 
of Bainpton. 

§ 11. Of the police and citil goveexment of the towt*. 

Not many years figo the lords of the manor of Bamp- 
ton still coutinned to Iiold courts* leet^ to appoint consta- 
bles, an J to practiiEJe ma^jy other fctidat customs which were 
general in the ilays of our forefathers, 

All these customs have now almost entirely disappeared : 
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llie spirit of the nineteenth century has pushed his re- 
forming progress even faster than the railway^ and has 
sliowu himself in Bamptonj where his rival has not yet 
dared to come I The constables of Hampton are elected 
no longer by the lords of the manor, but according to the 
modem Act of Parliament, by which the duties of those officers 
are now generally regulated. 

The town has a further guarantee for its tranquillity in the 
residence of two magistrates, Y. Whitaker, Est|, and the vicar 
of the second portion, the Rev, Bacres Adams* Tlicre is also 
a board of Inspectors appointed by the vcstry-meetiog, to take 
further charge of the property of the inhabitants, and to enlight* 
en their ways by night* Happily the people of Bampton are 
famous for their honesty and single-mindednessj so that the 
Inspectors, who meet once a month at the Town- Hall, do 
not suffer much from the weight of their pnbhc duties. 
Neither do they wa^te much oil in the service of the inhabi- 
tants : four lampSj affixed to the corners of the Market-hou^e, 
are sufficient to shew by night that there is such a building in 
existence and how dark besides is all around it j The two 
watchmen and the bedelj* who act under the orders of the Iii- 
spectorSj are a terror to all the c\il -doers, old and young, in 
the town and neighbourhood* 

§,12. THE TOWN -HALL. 

In the centre of the market-place stands the Tott7i Hall, 
to which I have before alluded at page 21, This build- 
ing was erected a few years ago by sobscription. The cost 
of it amounted to about £300 : and the lords of the manor 
agreed mi\i the subscribers to convey the fee-simple of this 
building to Trustees for the i^e of the inhabitants for

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erer. This arrangement however has not yet been complete di, 
from the deficiency of money to pay the necessary expenses 
of the conveyance. The large upper -room is used for the 
meetings of the Magistrates and of the Board of Inspectoral 
besides other casual purposesj such as for itiii^^nt exhibitions 
and the performances of public lectures. A small sum is raised 
from these sourceSj but hardly sufficient to heat the room and 
to pay for the windows^ which are broken by the boys congre- 
gated in the market-place below. 

§ IS. The public amusements ov BamptoNj St, Ste- 

FHEN^e BBEASFAST, CIECUmNO^ FAIBSj MOEEIS-DANCEES, 
HTIMMEES. 

It has often been a subject of regret with those who 
desire to promote the innocent enjoyments of their fellow -ci- 
tizens^ that the people in general have so few opportuni- 
ties of meeting together for tecreation after their daily labours^ 
or for the healthy games and pastimes in which our fathers so 
much delighted. Since the days of the Puritans — those stem 
philosopherSj who in avoiding one superstition rushed head- 
long into its opposite, equally if not still more pemicioos^ — all 
the sports and recreations of the people have been abolish- 
ed -J or have retired from public \iew within the doors of 
those who can afford to pay for the gratification. It 
might have been anticipated, from the primitive character of 
Bampton and the adherence of its inhabitants to long esta- 
blished customs^ that many aucient practices^ elsewhere 
obsolete, would here have been retained with something 
denoting their former history. But the list t}f these amuse- 
ments and ancient pastimas ia very brief : and it is to be feared 
that the remnants which still exist may ere long entirely dis- 
appear. 
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Of the festivals which formerly were held lit Batnpton^ but 
have now ceased to exists and are almost forgotten by all, except 
the oldest of the inhabitants^ the most popular and entertainiil^ 
were ''St. Stephen's Breakfast'' and the '' Circuiting/' The 
former of these was a remnant of those public rejoicings, which 
were once so prevalent in England, and were generally accom- 
panied with good eating — a luxury, now-a-days, unfortunately 
very difficult to be obtained by the greater part of the peopk 
of England. These banquetings were, certainly, often attend- 
ed with much licence and disorder, as the author of "Some 
Account of the ancient and present state of Shewsbury, [12mo, 
1808.]" justly observes, but I cannot re&ain from wishing 
that the people could have more frequent occasions of regaling 
themselves on such good and wholesome elements as beef and 
beer, even at the expense of a little indecorum, which, I think, 
would in these times be hardly carried to such length as to ren- 
der an Act of Parliament necessary to restrain it. At Shrewsbuty, 
however, in A. D. 1540, which was the 81st of Henry VlII, the 
inhabitants carried their jokes too far^ and an order was made 
'' that the breakfasts, given by the Bayliffs on Christmas-day, 
between Matyns and hyghe mass, be no longer used for diverse 
consyderascions and misorder that have come by reason of the 
same." 

It was probably customary for the bayliffs and aldermen [of Shrewi- 
buryl to attend the early matins at two o'clock in the morning of Christ- 
mas day in their formalities, in St Mary's or St Chad's church, which on 
that occasion was splendidly illuminated ; from thence they returned to 
the hall in procession accompained by many of the inhabitants, when 
the break-rast here mentioned, consisting of beef, brawn, minced pies 
Und ale, was given, and perhaps the carousmg continued until the time of 
high mass, at which the bailins also doubtless were present. This custom 
of attending the matins on Christmas day gave rise to a religious cere- 
mony, which until these thirty years was universally observed in North 
Wales. The churches were lighted up according to the opulence of the 
parish ; die people assembled in them at three o'clock in the m0ri)iiig» 
and after the prayers and a sermgn were concluded, they continue. 
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singing psalms till day-Uglit, «hen thej returned home to partdce of 
the accu3to (Tied good cbeer ofthe season. Those, who from age or infirm- 
ity -wrere prevented attending the churchj invariably arose at that early 
houri read the prayers in their own houses, and sang the appTopriaCe 
psalma ; this act of devotion 'was called PLvaAi^f ** the crowing of the 
cock/' onr blessed Saviour's htrtli, as it was auperstitioiisly imagined^ 
hairing been anounced by thai animal, and ever after during the holy 
season the cock was supposed to exert his power throughout the 
night. 

'* Some say, that ever/gainst that season comes. 
Wherein our Saviour's birth is celebrated, 
The bird of dawning sing eth all night long ■ 
And then they say no spirit walks abroad-" 

Traces of these religious break faats are said to hare been still 
met with in several polishes of EQgkndj withio the last fifty 
or sixtj years. But the only one of the kind ^hich I have ever 
heard of, was " St, Stephen's breakfastj'^ held formerly at Bacnp- 
ton, and so called from St. Stephen^s day, the ^6th of December, 
on which it was celebrated. From the accounts which have 
been given me by some of the elderly inhahitants, it appears 
that those who rented the tithes used to boil a large quantity 
of beef early oa the morning of St, Stephen^s day, and send it, 
smoking hotj to the three vicarages^ where it formed the centre 
of a large circle of farmers and others who were assembled to 
partake of the breakfast. What other solemnities accompanied 
this feast^ I have not been able to ascertain^ but there is no 
doubt timt the rest of the day was devoted to jollification, and 
that no one, who had been in any way comiected with the 
breakfast^ ever conceived a thought of returmng to bis labomr 
until the next morning. 

The next occasion of holiday to the people of Bampton was 
the ceremony of ''circuiting*' or "processioning," as it was some- 
times termed. This took place in Rogation-week^ and its ob- 
ject was, in facti to identify and maintain the bounds of the 
parishj by anntially circumambulating them* This custom, 
Hke that of St. Stephen's breakfastj. disappear^ after the In-

Ohi Tmtadaj th^ raited Hadilon, where tliej wete i«gded in 
Hke maimer with good eatmg and dnnking. Oo their i^titni 
thej went to a place caikd Heart's Tat on the common, (then 
nnenclosed;,) near Lew, Here the? took their seats on Ibe 
banks of a dry ditch in which were pkctd a bag of bi^id 
and a barrd of beer. Whea these dainties were consamed^ the 
party returned home. 

On Wednesday the dreoit went to Astoa, where they took 
their meal at '^ Cote Hatch gate/^ which opens &om the rood 
upon the common^ near Cote Hoase- i 

On aH the three days the " Processdono^^* were accompamed 
by a woman who had never been married — the I^t fnnctjonarj 
of this description was Ann *Edginton — ^who carried a paddle, 
and cut deep crosses at certain places, to mark the bounds of 
the parishj and the course of the procession in future yeara. 

On each day, also, the party were provided with refreshment 
on their return ; a barrel of beer was distributed among them 
near the church- jrard, and two bags of bread were thrown among 
the people, who scrambled for the same^^nd the most humorous 
scenes were sometimes enacted. 

These hulidays have now long ago ceased ; thosa persona

who formerly gave tho beer and other proviaionSj have sa^ed 
their pockets from the expensej but the eame economy hes 
taken away from the poor one njore gleam of BaB>shme which 
used to enliven their hard lot of daily and inoesaanfc labour ! 

The principal festival of Bampton is its annud faiTj 
which tnkes place on the S6th of August^ and ia a sort 
of carmval to all the neighbouring vihages. This fair is 
of great antiquity^ having been originally held by William 
da Valence in the early part of the thirteenth century. We 
learn this fact from an Inquisition made in the reign of 
Edward I before JnrorSj who find upon their oath that the 
"aforesaid William de Yalence hath there [i, e. at Bamp- 
ton] a market and a faie; and that he had the aforesaid 
tenement by the gift of king Henry [the Illd} father 
of the king Edward that now is," 

The celebrity of Bampton fair arises from two causes, fiiHt 
the large number of horses which are sold there, secondly 
from the large number of children^ servants and other 
persons, who flock thither from the whole neighbourhood, 
and enjoy it as much as the Greeks and Bomans did 
their SaturnaUat 

A curioaa tradition has been handed down, connecting 

Bampton fair with the church- establish m ent ; but as the 

only notice, which I can find of it, occurs in the Baw< 

linson MS before mentioned, I give the words extracted 

from that book, where it occurs under the head of 

Bampton hundred, without word or comment. 

*' Fair on the 15th of hug. and on the ntxt Sunday, whether before 
or after th« aaid I5thj the Vicar of Enshum preaches a eermon and 10 
paid I3s. 4d. by that vicar of Bampton who h&a the tithes of Aston 
that year: this, I believe, waa due to tha ahhat of Einsham formerly/' 

A second fair was onoe held at Bampton on the 24th of 

Marcbj on which day an ox was roasted wholoj and sold

A thiid attempt at J^^vitj is made al Chnstioas^ when all 
ik^ officials of the parish are on the move ; beut—aa are their 
batten at lii times^^ — ^npoo gain^ and with hanest and Emiling 
fac8ft claiining their Christmas boxes* A tiix)p of lads^ also, 
as mtnimier?j parade the streets dimng three or foTir avenings in 
nccession, eiideavouring^ but^ alas with less success than their 
paat-grand-fatberSj to gain admission into the houses of tbe 
lespectable iDbafattants for the perfonnanoe of their knighliy 
deeds of proxies?. These are the only vestiges of ancient 
public customs now remaining^ and little else ever occurs, ex- 
cept tiie arrival of some stray lecturer^ conjurorj jngglerj or other 
performer, to distnxb the repose which generally prevails in 
tbie littk town* 



§ 14, The haoted hou^Ej ami death-wa5^ing of the 

WOO0 FAMILY. 

Every village has ifis legends and tales of horror^ which, 
flAer ba^ng caused awe and terror to a former genei^tioiij 
lenre to create laughter and amusement to their poeterity, — 
lik« a gigantic broad-sword of former days, wiiich, having long 
been tept j^ tbe monument of some knight^ a prowess in botdo^ 
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ki length ia degraded from its place aud becomes a lioljby to 
one of his great-great- grand-children ! 

Bampton is not without its ghost-storie:^ : the 0)O3t r ematk- 
able of these is that of the Haunted Houses in which a family 
of the name of Wood formerly resided^ and in wliich certain 
prseternaturai noises are said to have been heardj forewarning 
the famil/j whenever any of its members was abotit to die. I 
have already mentioned this honse as situated on the North 
fflde of the Chnrch^ and^ thongh bearing a f eapectable and rather 
smart appearance io fronts — the effect of modern improve*. 
mentSj — ^it is anpposed to be of considerable antiquity, without 
which of conrae no ghost-story obtains permanent credit. It is 
nearly 300 years ago that the Wood family liVed at Bampton, 
and yet the same ghosts, who disturbed their peacej have been 
suspected of having occasioned similar annoyance to respect- 
able and credible persons still living* 

Let us first hear the account which is given of the Wood 
family's warning, as it is told by Dr, Plott in his Natural His- 
tory of Oxfordshire, chap, viii, § 3, kc. 

**I must add also a relation, as strange as 'tis true^ of tlie family of 
one Captain Wood, late of Bampton, now of Brific-Norton, Ct.ptain In 
the late ware for ilie King ; some whereof before their deaths have had 
Bignal waminga given them by certain knocking^* either at the door 
without, or on the tables or shelves within, the number of strokes, and 
the distance between them and the place where, for the most part res- 
pecting the circumstances of the persons to die, or their deaths them- 
selves, as will easily be collected from the followitig relationr The 
first knocking that was heard, or at least observed, wm about a year 
after the restoration of the king (anno 1661} in the nftemoon a little be- 
fore night, or upon the door, it being then open, as it was apprehended by 
Mrs. Eleanor Wood, mother to Captain Basil Wood who only heard iij 
none being then by or about the bouse but her ^ at which iihe was very 
much disturbed, thinking it boded some ill to her or hers, and within 14 
nighta after she had new« of the death of her son-in-law, Mr, George 
Smith, who died in London.

About three yeari after that, there were three great kockcki given 
vtrv frtulibly to all that were then in the houjse, vis. to the aibt«- 
•dJ Mri. Eleanor Wood^ Mr. BaaU Wood^ atid his wife Mr«. Het- 
tcfi and »ome servants^ which knocki were so remarkable, thAl oat of 
the maidi came from the well, which was about twentjv^anlB from the 
place, to lee what wai the matter ; and Mr«. Eleanor WckmI, and an<^ 
ther maid that wai wjthin the houie, saw three great pans of lard «hak« 
and totter upon a shelf m the mtlk house, that they were like to Ml 
down. Upon this violent knock incr Mr. Basil Wood and his wife, being 
iheo In the Hail, came prea£!ntly into the milk-bouse to their mother, 
where finding her eomewnat disturbed and enquiring th^ rea^oa, &he re* 
plied, God Almighty only knew the matter ; she could tell nothings 
out nhe heard tnc knocking. Which being within doors, Mr. Basil 
Wood concluded must be for some of the family at homeg that upan the 
door being for a friend abroad ; which accordingly fell out ; three of 
the family, according to the number of the knocksi dying within Ultle 
more than hnlf a year a^r, viz. Mrs. Hester Wood, wife of Mr. Basil 
Wood, ft child it Mr. Wood'f listeTi and Mrs. Eleanor Wood lui 
mother. 

About August, 1674, Mr. Basil Wood Junior, sou of Basil aforesaid, 
living at Exeter, heard the same kinds of knockiug, at which being di»- 
turbedf he wrote word to hii father here at Hampton in Ox^ordahire, 
vi2, that one Sunday he and his wife, and her sister and his brother did 
diittnctly hear upon a table in their chamber, as they stood by it^ 
two several knocks struck {bm it were) with a cudgel, one of them before, 
and the other afller morntng^prayeri a little before dinner. Which 
letter was shown by Mr, Wood Senior, (as the other knockinga before 
the deaths of any that died, were before-hand told) to several neigh- 
bouring gentlemen. After which within about 14 days Mrs. Hester 
Wood, a second wife of Mr. Basil Wood, Senior, and about a quarter 
of a year after, her father, Mr. Richard Lesset died, both at Bauptoh : 
■ince which time thej have heard no thing more as yet.' ^ 

Thia is the account which Dr. Plott gave coocerning the 
GboBt of the Wood family in his Natural History of Osfordshire^ 
which waa published in A. D* 1671^ and the reader will find 
the subject alluded to in a Catalogue of natural and artificial 
curiosities; &c. printed in the Appendix to this yolnmej and 
copied out of a Manuscript which was probably written some 
years before the appearance of Dr. Plott' s History. 

The lovers of the marTelloua will rejoice to hear that the 
operations of the Ghost have not ceased^ after the lapse of 
nearly two hundred yearSj but^ as the family of the Woods 
have long since been deposited " with all the Capuleta" in the 
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silent tomb, the suptir natural agent which formerly annonnced 
the approaching death of the members of that family, must be 
supposed loath to resign his occupation^ and to continue his 
pranks that he may amuse himself with the alarm 'which he 
occasions to his lodgera. 

Certain it is that witJiin the last twenty years the same house 
hag borne a sospieioua character, and often caused the sobriety 
of its inicates to be called in question for the scampering up 
and down the stairs and other noisesj. which have taken place 
in it. A gentleman, not very far advanced in years, who was 
occupying it as his residence, has been known to rise from his 
bed, and to ascend to the upper-story, aroused by a sound of foot- 
steps, as of some one pacing to and fro in the room above r 
but on his entering, the noise has ceased^ and every thing par* 
took of the sitenee and tranquillity of the night. 

The same gentleman, or another — for the moat common 
events of history are liable to doubts and contradictions — rose 
on another ijccasion, in the middle of the night, alarmed by a 
noise in the garden, " Porewarned is half-armed " says the 
proverb, but the hero of this adventure determined to be 
wholly armed for this supernatural warfare, and had the pre- 
caotion to carry with him a great stick — or a sword — for here 
again report, has spread different versions of the story — and 
when he reached the garden, brave in conscious innocence and 
fortified by the justice of his cause, he resolved to assume the 
offensive. At the same inst:tnt a ghostly whiteness reveah^d to 
him the position which his foe had taken up : he summoned 
his resolution and raised on high his weapon, which, true to 
the mark, descended with unerring might, and felled to the 
ground — a large snn -flower. 

About the same time the game-keeper of the Lord of the ma- 
nor chanced to sleep alone in this house aud the adventurcj which 
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happened to.him^ was fatal — not to the honest yeoman^ who 
m still alive after all his dangers — but to the unoffeDdiDg gat© 
of the premises, which was riven and shattered to pieces by 
the baUcts which the terrified yet brave retainer discharged, in 
tlie dead of night, from \m blnnderbuss, at tlie ghoit which 
he said assailed liim. 

At a later period the owner of tills fearful house caused the 
old roof to bo removed^ and to be replaced by a new one. This 
catastrophe was unexpected and fatal to the ghost^ — for 
ghosts like to have a decent house over their heads^ as much 
OS Cluistians — and as nearly a thousand rats were seen scam- 
pering off in all directions and no noises have since been heard^- 
it is believed that the supernatural occupier must have takes 
advantage of so large a marcliing army, to cover his own retreat 
and to escape in such good company. 

§ 15, BAMFTOH CASTLE, 

At a short distance to the westward of the Church and Dean- 
cry, from which it is separated by the brook tliat supplies the 
mill, stand the ruins of Bampton Castle : sometimes called 
Ham Court, and at present forming two farm houses, which be- 
long to the Earl of Shrewsbury and Thomas Denton esquire, 
the lords of the manor. These ruin^s are very scanty and un- 
important in their existing state, being nothing more than the 
gatewayj which is now divided by a floor into an upper and low- 
er chamber, and a fragment of wall furnished with loopholes and 
battlements in the usual manner of such fortresses. Yet not- 
withstanding its mutilated state, there are two or three interest- 
ing portions still existing. The groined roof of the upper 
chambers, the spiral stone stair-case, and the nitches in the 
wails witii narrow sUts for the discharge of missiles, are still 
curious- 
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It has been said tliat this castle vvns built by King Jolm^ but 
there is no record of liis haviBg been the founder. On the ccm- 
trarjj when the reader shall have perused Ihc narrative of facts 
whicli will presently be related ijx chronolo^cnl order concern- 
ing the manor of Bampton and the famous family dc Yalcnce, 
he wiUj I have qo doubt, agree with me in the opinion that Bamp- 
ton castle was ereeted in the year 1314-15j by the famous 
AylmcT de Valence, Earl of Pembroke. The following observa- 
tions on Bampton castle are feom Skelton^a Antitjuities of 
QKfordshire. 

"In Wood*B MSS in the Aslunolean Museum this eaatle h stated to 
liavebeen of a quadrangular form, moated Toimd and to have had towersf 
At each corneal and a gate-house of tower-like character on the west 
and east sides. Of these Wood*fl imperfect repreBent&tionaj engraved 
by Michael Burgh ersj and puliltBhed in Heame'a Life of Wood^ may af- 
ford some idea. 

Rohert Veysey, of Chimney^ near Bampton, had a paiichment roll, 
containing an inquisition concerning the manor of Bampton, in which 
mentioTi was made of the huilding of this caatle, when and by whom. 
Dr,. Lang bain e^ aomctime provost of Queen's eollege, Oxon^ bad a 
copy of it. After his death Wood saw it in the posBcesron of Dr. 
Lamnlugh, bishop of Exeter* 

When Wood vt sited Bampton eastle, on the 7th of Septr, lG6i, near- 
ly the whole westem front was standing. 

in the " Beauties of Euglnnd and Wales/^ also, I find the 
following passage conceraing the remains of Bampton castle :

As Bampten and 
Wltnej are much connected, fionie of my readera may be amu$ed wkh tho foUawing 
eitradt ahout the Latter t4wn.

remarkable account from Witney in Oxfordahlre, viz. that iwnie dayij since, the child 
ef one i^ihn Marriott bcln^ bapttssed^ there were prcBent no less than five grand mo 
thers^ the ehild^a fallier^s father was Godfather^ the father's father's mother was niiii< 
CrodmothcTir and the father's father's mother was the otlier God mother, whose name 
ifi Ursula Townsend of Stapk-Hall In Witney : she is upwards of IQD years old, a 
beari? vaman* and h«s now above ISO children and gritndchildrcn living." 
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" They would appear to lie not older than the reije^ of Edward the 
Second or Third. Some ornaments were evidently bestowed on the 
interior by Henry the Seventh ; for in the cieling of the principal 
room now standing, are repiesented the red and white roses united. 

Tlie casUe wiU again occur to notice in connection with the 
historical events which have happened in or near the town of 
Bampton. 

§ 16. LEGEND OP THE LADY-WELL, 

In the time when the Roman CathoUc church prevaQed 
throughout Europe, almost every thing was, hy reason of some 
legendary tale, made an object of sanctity or superstition to the 
people. Wells and fountains, in particular, were objects of 
reverence to the Christians, as they had been to the Pagans be^ 
fore the Christian fieligion was established. The nymph of the 
'' Grotto,'' of the '' River,'' or of the " Fountain," was displac- 
ed, and one of the Saints of the Church, the Holy Virgin, or 
perhaps even Christ himself, was installed as the tutelary Onar- 
dian of the pure element, which ministers so largely to the 
uses and necessities of mankind. 

In the parish of Bampton are two " Holy Wells." Concern- 
ing one of these, from which a field beyond Cote House on the 
road to Sbifford is still called " Holy- well field," no legend has 
been recorded, but the other has been rendered famous by tra- 
dition, and Its reputation has come down almost to our own 
times.* It is distant about 200 yards from the northern wall 
of the castle, and is so thickly covered with bushes, that a 
stranger could with difficulty find it vrithout a guide. The 
field, which lies between it and the Castle, seems to have been 
formerly used as a tilting-area in which the garrison assembled 
for tournaments and other exhibitions. It is quadrangular, and

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surrounded by a moatj which i** of lesser dimensions than t.lmt 
which protects the Castle itself. In the hollow ground formed 
by the cr ambled sides of this moat, and near its western angle, 
the ancient well is situated. 

The water is still of the most peEucid clearness, sweet to ' 
the taste, though much ueglectedj full of fallen leaves, and, 
haunted bj vermin. Tlie spot is sufficiently secluded to ac- 
count for the sacred character which it bears and to have call- 
ed forth those feelings of sup^stition or enthusiasm, which 
were common in the Middle Ages, The atone- work, with 
which the sides of the Fountain are protected from the weight of 
earth and trees, whose roots penetrate through the crevices, is 
still in tolerable preservation, though four or five hundred years 
have probably p assed away, since it was erected, Tlie little nook 
has in fact, under the patronage of " Our Lady of the Well/' 
been hardly touched by the rutliless hands of the spoiler, be- 
fore whom the massive Castle and its out -works Iiave almost 
entirely ceased to exist. Tradition informs ua that the Foun- 
tain first attracted the notice of the neighbouring peasants by 
the healing nature of its waters. The cottle of tlie neighbour- 
hood were thought to be more free from disorders than those 
which fed on other pastures ; and in process of time, its virtues 
were found to apjdy to the peasants themselves. The piety of 
the church took a hint from the admiration and credulity of the 
people, and it began to be credibly reported that Our Lady the 
Yirgin delighted to haunt the place, and perform her personal 
ablutions in the miraculous Well* When this report was suHfi- 
ciently propagated, the inhabitants of the adjoining villages 
flocked thither in large numbers^ bringing with them their 
children and relatives, to be dipped in the Well, as a certain 
cure for every species of disease. This practice, — which we 
may be sure was accompanied with the payment of some fee or 
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eompcnsation to the p^ardians of the sacred plaec — continaed 
for many centuries, and almost even to the present day. It 
is only thirty-thres years since the death of an old inhaUtant 
of the town [Elizabeth Skinner] who had known many children, 
having fits and other diseases, carried many miles to be cured 
of their complaints, by being immersed in the "Lady-Well/* 

The present generation, however, have ceased to avail 
themselves of the medicinal properties of these waters, which 
have either lost their virtue, or are eclipsed by the supe- 
rior abilities of the Medical Practitioners to whose charge the 
health of Bampton is consigned. 

§ 17. THE GHOST OF COW-LEAS COENEB. 

Many years ago there was a custom, that those who had 
committed suicide should be buried in a place where four 
roads meet, with a stake driven through the body. There is no 
doubt that the effect of this law would be to create horror in 
Ignorant minds, and so to deter them from the crime of sdf- 
murder by the ignominious ceremonial which awaited them and 
the mutilation of their body after death. The origin of this 
custom is lost in obscurity : it is impossible to say whether the 
practice arose from the pious wish to place the remains of the 
deceased under the keeping of the holy cross, of which the 
cross-roads formed a kind of rude imitation, or whether, on the 
other hand, it was done in abomination of the form of the crp^. 
Both these feehngs have prevailed at different periods of En- 
glish history. I shall make no apology for quoting the follow- 
ing passages in support of both these views. 

Richard Hecknoe, in his ^^ ^Enigmatical Characters,'' 8vo, 
Lond. 1665, p. 83, speaking of your ^^ fanatical reformers/' says 
^^ had they their will, a bird would not fly in the air, with its 
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wings across J a ship with its eros^'^art/ sail upon the sea^ nor 
profane tailor sit crms-kfjged on his shop-board j or have cro^s- 
boUmis to winde his thread upon/^ Tliis Avliimsical detestation 
of the ero^^-fornij says the author of the Popular AntiqiiitieSj 
" no doubtj took its rise from the odium at that time against 
every thiwg derived from Popery/^ 

The opposite view of the question may he illustrated by 
Dalrymple, who, in his Travels in Spain, says, that there " not 
a woman gets into a coach to go a Imudred yards, nor a postil- 
lion ou hia horse without crossing themselves. Even tlie tops 
of tavern -bills and the directions of letters are marted with 
Crosses/' 

But it is unnecessary to multiply instances : for in every coun- 
try of Europe for the space of fifteen hundred years the great^t 
respect was paid to every thing which was crom-like in its form, 
mid this feeling became at length almost as gross and contemp- 
tible as were the endeavonrs of the Puritans in after- ages to 
divest themsekes of this superstition. 

At the distance of about half a mile from the westeni extre- 
mity of the town of BamptoHj the road which leads to Clanfield 
and Faringdon is crossed by another^ which^ coTOing up from 
the hamlet of Weald, continues its course towards the north-west 
to Alvt:^cottj Kencot, Braclwell, and other villages. At thi» 
point, which is sufficiently exposed to the winds and weather to 
enhance, if it were necessary, the horrors of the ceremony, it 
was customary formerly to bury, in the dead of night and by 
torch^light, the bodies of those mdtappy beings, who had reheved 
themselves of the €vils, " which ihey knew of," in this world by 
" fleeing to others which they knew not of," The spot is, how- 
ever, known — not by aixy appellation derived from the burial 
of the suicide, but by the homely and pastoral designation of 
"Cow-leas Cbmec ;" and all memory of the nnliallo^ved corpse© 
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wliieh have there mouldcredj would long since have perished, if 
it were not for the troubled spiritsj, wliicU once occupied those 
siufttl tabernacles of ileshj but now, rejected from their decayed 
habitations J and no longer liable to be consigned to the Red Sea 
and other lock-up-places by the ExorcisU, which the Churcli 
once providedj they wander forth occasionally upon the world, 
and J never departing far from their place of burial^ alarm the 
farmers and peasauts^ who pass late ui night near the fearful spot* 

Tliere are persons still living, who assert that they have seen 
supernatural appearances in the neighbourhood of Cow -leas Cor- 
ner ; neither can it be said that suc!i persons have been uuder 
the influence of hquor : for a state of inebriety has the effect of 
multiplying^ — or at least of doubling — the object which presents 
itself to the eye ; and it is certain that all those who have ex- 
perienced such visitations have never seen more than one ghost 
at a time : besides which their veracity has never been questi- 
oned and they have all returned in an alarmed state of mind, 
and often with the loss of a hatj shoe, or some other article of 
dress, in token of the terror occasioned to them by the super- 
natural visitor- 

About two years ago there lived in Bampton an old man since 
deceased, who formerly travelled as a higler between Bampton 
and some of the neighbouring villages. In follow^ng the duties 
of his vocation he passed at all hours of the niglit by Cow-leas 
corner^ and used to declare, to his dying day, that he had often 
seen the ghost which haunted that place. On ordinary occa- 
sions the apparition kept at a respectful distance from him and 
having merely shown himself to the higler, vanislied in the shape 
of a calf, sheep, or some other rustic animal ; but on one occa- 
sion his proceedings were of a more serious nature and assumed 
rather a diabolical character. The benighted traveller had stop- 




ped so late at the; fair some miles from home^ that he did not 
reach the place till the clock was on the point of striking the 
hour of midnight. Oti reaching Cow-leas corner he attempted 
to urge his horse to greater speedy when something passed like 
a flash of hghtning mpidly before his ejes. He bad no time to 
lohserre its form^ in conseqiience of I he swiftness of its tnotioii> 
A loud noise followed, and the ghost, (for such no doubt it was,) 
glided backwards and for\?ard3 with the speed of light and the 
intangibilitj of a vspourj through the cart of the astonished hig* 
lerj as if he would cut it in pieces. It is not surprising that 
the horse, frightened at these doings^ took to^^his heels, and soon 
extricated his master from this fearful collision with the beings 
of another world. The next morning the higler remembered 
that he had beeu out in a thunder-storm, bnt be would never 
allow that he had been guilty of insobriety, or that be had not 
been also attacked by the ghost in the formidable manner be- 
fore described* 

But there are persons still alive, who testify that they have 
seen this same apparition. One of these^ a respectable trad^* 
man of the town, about 35 years ago^ when he was 15 years old, 
was returning home between the hours of ten and eleven at 
night, and had proceeded some distancie beyond the usual loca- 
lity of the ghostj when he suddenly saw before him an old man, 
as it appeared J dressed in a low- crowned liat and a hght-coloured 
fo ul- weather great -coatj such as the shepherds of this neighbour- 
hood are known to wear whilst attending on their flocks in win- 
ter or at night. Our traveller, taking it for Joseph Hitchcock, 
a shepherd who was known to wear such a costumej called out 
and advanced towards him i but as the one advincedj the other 
receded J so as to keep always the same distance between them. 
This line of conduct denoted iomething more than a visitor of 
pastoral habit?, and caused no little fear in the mind of the young 
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niaii. Bat, like llaralef^ lie determined to follow and see the 
last of Ibe adventure : so he contitiued to dodgie his companion 
imtil they arrived nearly to the groandg bclou ^ng to Bamptou 
If anor -house. Here the old gentleman turned through a gate- 
way into a field on the left band side ofthe road, and the young 
maOj looking iato the field after him, was astonished to see no* 
thing in it but a calf : — the ghost had entirely vanished ! The 
catastrophe had such an effect on him, that he made the best 
of his way homej and for a week or more could hardly recover 
from the shock which he had received. 



§ 18. Op the trade and ocodfatiox of the inhabi- 
tants. 

Tradition— and probably the memory of some of our oldest 
inhabitants — tells ns that Bampton was once as fanioas as Wood- 
stock, for the manufacture of leathern gloves, gaiteiSj and other 
articles fabricated of the same materiah 

This tradition is strongly supported by the following 
narrative, 

Mr* EobinSj an old and respectable inhabitant of Bampfon, 
informs me thatj about 20 years ago^ he excavated some land 
lying at the back of his house, for the purpose of forming a 
garden. In the course of this operation, the labourers disco- 
vered as many as 40 or 50 tan-pits^ most of which were still 
full of tan; there were, also, several bullock^s horns, which 
fell to powder after they had been exposed for some time to the 
air. This fact proved not only that an extensive tanning-bn- 
siness was carried on at Bampton, but also that perhaps 200 
years have elapsed since those tan -pits were blocked up, Thus 
Time, which has been favourable to the staple manufactures of 
other places, has nhnost destroyed that of Bampton : for the glove- 
tradcj formerly so thriving, is now reduced within the narrow- 
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est limits ; a aiugle maaufacturer of tbese articles still resides 
in the tawnj but he is obligedj in order to secure a maintenance 
for himself and his family^ to travel to a considerable distance 
pound the countrvj to procure purchasers for the commodity 
in which he deals. 

It may, therefore, briefly be stated that agriculture, — that 
most necessary of all trades and occupations, — engages the 
attention of nine-tenths of the populatioa of Bampton ; and 
not without reason, for though nearly all the inhabitants manage 
to pass through life without wearing gloves, there is not one of 
them, though too often driven towards such a fate by necessity, 
which is the Motlier ol InventioUj that has yet acquired th# 
ability to do without bread and cheese. 



§ 19* A8T0!f, 

The principal village in the parish of Bampton, next to 
the town itself, is Aston, situated about two miles between 
Bampton and Brighthampton. It is a humble and primeval 
looking place, with nothing, of iiiierest, to attract the notice 
of the traveller. A few years ago a church was enacted 
here, partly by subscription, and partly by other meana* Tlio 
building is cruciform and commodious, but the architect weemn 
to have been content that his work should not rise grpfttly 
above the mediocrity, which is impressed on all the architectu- 
ral features of the village : it contains no oniamental detailf 
whatever. One corner of the north transept in boarded 
off to form a small vestry -room* On the front of the partition, 
which parts the little veatry from the church, i» the following 
inscription : 

This chapel was erected in tlie year 1 ftDfl ; U contnini 50f) ftiltingi, 
and, tn consequence of n i^raTit from the incorpnrAtrd iod^ty for prii-

Among the HhistratioDS to this volnme is a seal b^Lnng the 
fiflflwmg iyscnption ^^SIGILLITM eommaiie domns Saneti 
Bartbolontri de Oafceto," and copied from aa old print which 
I fonnd with other loose papers in the BawliDson MS. As 
ihcfe are no traces of a monastic fonndation having existed al 
Asloo^ I am inclined to think that the seal belongs to some 
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other place bearing the same name* 

§ £0. Of the ststtem of fa^emikg which prevails 
at asto'n' akb cote, rights of common, &c* 

Within the last centiiry, nearly the whole parish of Bampton 
consisted of immense eommonsj which were farmed in a most 
siuguJar manneij such as, I suppose, formerly prevailed, more 
or less modified^ in many other parts of the kingdom. This sys- 
tem, as has already been noticed, has for many years ceased in 
Bampton, Weald, ami Lew, having been necessarily superseded, 
at the time of the Inclosure in 1812, by *he more simple mode 
of private occupation whicli now prevails generally throughout 
the kingdom : but in the primeevid villages of Aston and Coat, 
wJiere there are hardly a hundred acres of enclosure, the system 
of farming in common stiU prevails, and forms a fatal obstacle 
to the improvement which the land is capable of receiving. As 
iu the course of twenty or thirty years, the few remaining traces 
of this system will probably disappear, the following account of 
it, if its intricacy does not puzzle the reader as much as it has 
abeady peqdexed the writer, may be not unacceptable. 

The whole district of Aston and Cote is divided into three 
parts*, 1. Common Field, 2. Common Meadow, and 3. Com- 
mon Pasture* The Common Field is ploughed and produces 
wheat, beans, oats, &c* &c. according to the four-course system 
already described iu page 1 1 . The Common Meadow produces 
grass for hay, and the Common Pasture is used for feeding 
horses, cows and sheep, but tlie sheep are fed apart from the 
horses and cows in a portion of the Common Pasture appropria- 
ted to tbem only. The three divisions contain nearly all the 
land in the parish, but concerning the number of acres contain- 
ed in each division, I hav-e not been able to obtain very accur- 
ate information. From the details which follow it appears that 
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there may be about 2000 acres of Common Pieldj Common M^- 
dow and Common Pasture combiued. The whole of this land 
is supposed to be divided into 64 yard-lands, each of which, re- 
daced t^ statute measure, would contain about 30 acres, which 
Tcry nearly coufirms the estimate of the total extent of com- 
mon land, above-mentioned. Bui it appears that the yard-laud 
is not a fixed measure, hut was regolated in great part by the 
nature of the ground, and varies in different places as much as 
two or three acres. 

It is probable that^ in the first iustauce, the number of yard* 
lands, 64, corresponded with the number of peisons who enjoy- 
ed rights of common : but thi? is now no longer the case ; for 
by far the larger part of the farmers of Aston have only half or 
even a quarter of a yard-land, whilst on the other hand some of 
the more wealthy have as many as ten or eleven yard-lands in 
their single occupation* 

It is also likely that originally each right of common represen- 
ted a homestead in the '' town" of Astou or Coat, and that the 
right was, in fact, appendant to the hom^tead. This has how- 
ever ceased to be the case : for the rights of common are ap- 
pendant to the person and not the residence of the occupier, 
and are bought and sold as separate property, by which means 
it results that persons, resident at Bampton, or even at a 
greater dist^Dce, have rights ou Aston and Coat Common • 

But the proprietor of a yard-land in Aston and Coat is 
by no means in the same iudependent position, as the own- 
er of 30 acres of enclosed and private property. The 30 acres, 
which form his yard-land, are divided into three parts. In the 
first place he has about £0 acres of arable land in the Common 
Field, from which be obtains wheat, beans, and other similar 
crops ; in the next place he has about 4 or 5 acres m the Com- 
mon Meadow, which he makes into hay for feeding his ca!tle in

"printer; andj lastly^ 011 the Common Pasture be las the right 
offending either B cows or 4 horsee^ at discretion^ besides feeding 
16 sheep on that portion of the Common Pasture uliich is set 
apart for them only. 

The principle, upon which this three-fold division of the 
land was fotinded, is evidently one of great utility in an early 
state of farming ; and I have no doubt that at first every per- 
son enjoying a right of common occupied his ratable portion of 
all the three kinds of common. But at present tliere are some 
tenants who have rights lu the Common Field j and not in the 
Common pasture ; and, vice versa, several occupiers have the 
right of pasturing a cerlain number of sheep or cows, who do 
not possess any portion of arable land in the Common Field, 

I have been informed that the tota] number of persons liold- 
ing rights of common, of every kind^ in Aston and Coat, is be- 
tween one and two hundred. 

As so large a proprietary would he sure to disngrecj if they 
all shared in the government of the community to which they 
belongs they have, from time immemorial, established among 
themselves a sort of balanced government, which imitates the 
British constitution, consisting of the lord of the Manor, who is 
the king, 4 " grass- stewards" who are a sort of House of Lords, 
and 16 men called the ^^Sixteens," '**' who may fairly be liken- 
ed to the British House of Commons* But the similarity is not 
perfect in all its parts i for the Grass-Stewards are generally the 
four most influential persons of the " Sixteens," and so — en- 
joying a privilege, which Lord Brougham would envy, if he 
knew of its existence — they may be said to have a seat in eith- 
er House of Parliament, The duties of the grass-stewards arB 
to see that the mounds and fences are in good repair, and to se-

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core the Eoeadow from the incursion of cattle : the Sixteens are 
bound to provide at their joint cxpeoce four two-year-old bulls 
every season to ran on the Common Pasture. At the end of 
the seaion they sell them again for their owe benefit, and in 
the meantime have the privilege of claiming a fee of Is, 6d. for 
every cow that feeds on the common during that season. The 
bulls also are allowed to feed on the coramoUj free and irre&' 
pective of the rights of pasture which their owners, the Sixteens, 
may possess. 

The right of pasiture in Coramon begins on the 14th of May 
and ends on the 1 4th of Kovember* 

The Sixteen s and grass-stewards are chosen in turn oat of 
these who have rights of common. Four yard-lands furnish 
one " Sixteen " every year, and thus in four years, every one of 
the 64 yard-lands has had its tarn of sending members to the 
Aston House of Commons. 

The Sixteens used in former times to bold their meetings 
at Aston Cross, hut of late years the assembly has been 
adjourned to one of the Public Hoases^ where no doubt the full 
strong tap of Mine Host's best October is considered far supe- 
rior to the possibility of a shower, from winch even the sauctity 
of the Cross would not protect them^ in the open air* 

It remains to describe the Common Meadow. The principal 
difference between it and the Common Fieldj is that in the latter 
e\ery occupant knows his own land, however small may be the 
taction of a yard-land which he possesses* The whole of the 
Common Field is divided by land-marks, and each strip of 
ground helou^ always to the same farmer, but all the farmers 
adopt, of necessity, the same mode of cultivation, according to 
the four-year course, afouith part is consequently always fallow, 
unlesSj as is sometimes done, a portion of it is occasion ally plant- 
ed with vetches to supply fe^^ for the cattle in winter. 
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In the Common Meadow a more perplexing system prevails^ 
and all the science of the village seems to be necessary to ensr 
ble the iuabitnnts to nriderstaud and mamtain the eumbrous 
machineiy by «vhich this part of their agricultural proceedinga 
is regulated* 

Tlie Common Meadow is laid out by boundary-stones into 
IS large divisions^ technically called '^ laylngs-out/' These 
always remain the same, and each laying-out in like manner is 
divided into four pieces, called *^'Sets," Tirst Set, Second, 
Third, and Fourth Set. Now, as the customs of Aston and 
Coat arc based upon the principle of juslicc and eqaity between 
all the commoners, and the Common Meadow is not equally 
fertile for grass in every part, ii becomes desirable to adopt some 
mode of giving all an equal chance of obtaining the best cuts for 
their cattle. To effect this, recourse is had to the ballot ; and 
the following mode is practised. From time immemorial there 
have been sixteen marks established in the village, each of which 
corresponds with four yard -lands and the whole sixteen conse- 
quently represent the 64) yard- lands, into which the common is 
divided. A certain number of the tenants, consequently, have 
the same mark, wluch they always keep, so that every one of 
them knows his own. The use of these marks is to enable the 
tenants every year to draw lots for their portions of the Meadow* 

When the grass is fit to cut, which a ill be at different times 
in different years according to the season ; the Grass- Stewards 
and Sixteens summon the tenants to a general meeting, and the 
following ceremony takes place. Four of the tenants come for- 
wards, each bearing his mark cut on a piece of wood, as, for 
example, the '^frying-pan,'' the "hern's foot," the " bow," the 
"two strokes to the riglit and one at top," kc. These 
four marks arc thrown iuto a hat, and a boy, having shaken up 

the hat, again draws forth the marks. The first -drawn entitles 
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its owner to liave his portion of the Common Meadow in " Set 
One," the sef^ond-dravTH^ in ''Set Two/* &c. and thus four of 
the tenants having obtained their allotment^j four others come 
forwards^ and the same ])rtjces3 is repeated until all the tenants 
have received their allottncntsp As the four Sets are always the 
same in all the thirteen layings-oufc of the Common Meadow^ it 
is known before-hand where the good land lies, and it is, I be- 
lieve, generally understood that Set-One and Set-Four are in all 
the Layings-oat inferior to Sets Two and Three* 

Tlie most singular feature of this very intrieate system re- 
mains to be toUL When the lots are all drawn, each man 
goesj armed with his scythe^ and cuts out his mark on the piece 
of ground which belongs to him, and which, in many cases, 
lies in so narrow a '^trip, that he hiis not ^adth enough to take 
a full sweep with kis scythe, but is obliged to hack down his 
his grass in an inconvenient manner, m he is best able* 

Anotiier extraordinary peculiarity of the system is, that a 
single farmer may have to cut his portion of grass in the Com- 
mon Meadow from twenty different places, though the tenants 
frequently accommotlate one another by exchanging allotments 
when it is convenient to two parties to do so. 

I conclude this long and tedious description of Aston Com- 
mon-Law with some extracts from an old book, partly of vel- 
lume and partly of paper, which contains the proceedings of 
the Sixteens for the last 200 years, and is still preserved 
in the custody of Mr. Eichard Townsendj tenant of Cote Parro,

V early I as they shall think e fitt. And I tnist the Six teens will meet lov- 
ingly and kinily, from time to time, as they are directed by ihelr an n dent 
and lnudlhle cuatooie, to the generall satisfaction as nere rs podsible can 
be endeavoured by them that luve and friendahips peace and prosperity 
may continue for many nges to the whole netghhourhood of Aston and 
Coat ; Whieb hath been and is tbe hearty wish of Their loving Landlyrd 
and Neighbour, ITio : Horde Coat House, 3 April, 170S, 

On the secood leaf of the book is the following entry : 

If any person di'tiirea to read what orders havi' bm made or to satiafie 
bimseu concerning the land or about any other matter lliat is mended 
orwrott down in his book, he may come to the Steward's House who 
keeps the book and in the preticniei> of the said steward may peruse it 
and read therein when he pleases, but the k^teward is not to carry or 
send the book up and down att the tuwnc's pleasure, hut to the lord only 
to set downe orders made att the Crosse in the presence of tbe stewarthj 
or one of them. 

If it fall out that all the Sixteens sette not their han^s to orders made 
at the Crosse, then the Steward is to cany the book to those that have 
not subHcribod and to noe otluT, unlesso the whole tovvne att any time 
have occasion to subscribe to any agreement made for tbe benifit of the 
towuG upon such gene rail agreement tlicn the Steward it or Steward shall 
carry the book to those persons who ought to subscribe and have not if 
the Steward doth otherwise then is hereby directed he shall forfeit two 
shilbngs to be given to the po ore of the towne of Aston and Coat, att 
the discretion of the Lord for the time behig, and to be impounded for 
by the Six teens the Steward or Stewards that kecpeth the book shull 
piomise on tlie 24th of March yearly (beiog the Lady Eve) att tlie 
Crosse before the Six teens for the payment of the two sliillmgs as 
above-mentioned if they olTend bereui bein^ proved by their own con- 
fession or wittness of credit that is a reputed honest person » 

That the Stewards doe faierly transcribe their orders into this bock, 
and, att the Six teens' next meeting att the Crosse, to bring the book for 
them to subscribe to tlve orders againe that they may continue Upon 
recorde, unlesse the Stewards will carry the book to the Sixteens. 

That tbe Stewards suffer not any person to subscribe or write any 
matter in this book, nor the Stewards themselves, but what is don att 
the Crosse^ by the consent of the Lord and the Sixteens, unless e the 
Lord have a desire to send att any time for the book to insert some 
thing for the benefit of the towne. 

As the mutters in this book are divided into so many sheets for the 
conteineing thereofj this book may serve to register all the affairs of tbe 
towne for twenty year$. 

That the Stewards buy a stick or hlack-Icad pendll and a ruler to 
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draw and rule th« lin ei in the book, as \h now done ^at all matti'r^ 
may be wrott m order fairely and bandsomdy for the better and easier 
understanding of the neighbors tb^t shall peruse tlie book. 

Abo put a clean sheet of brown paper between the fresh written leaves 
that thc-y blott not.

4 21. COTHU 

At the distance of about half a mile eastward from A;9toii ia 
the little haiolet of Cote, consisting of about 30 houses. It is 
ill general still more humble and unpretending in its ehm-acter 
than Aston ; but it contains two objects of interest which merit 
the attention of the reader^ — Cote Chapel and Cote HorsE. 

§ £2. COTTB CHAPEL. 

This chapel is one of the most respectable establishinentSj 
founded for the use of Dissenters, m the whole kingdom. 

It was built for tlie denomination of dissenters called Eap- 
tistsj and is endowed with a house for the minister, — a respee- 
table buildingj situated, as was before observed, at Aston — 
and an annual stipend* 

The congregation of this chapel came originally from Long- 
worth, wh'sre they had a buriaJ-ground, whieh, however, they 
did not long possess ^ for, owing to the neglect of the Trus- 
tees, it rcTerted to the lord of the manor. 
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The fuUowing curious entry is fouud in the ^' Cliurcli-book " 
of the Society at Longworth upon the opening of the burial- 
ground. 

The Lord| wlio waa pleased in these lavt days to gathi^r hh people otit 
from atnongat the pf^ople of tliis world, hath been pleased, accord uig lo 
hia abundant goodness, to gather together some of his poor children, 
and to platit them in &nd about Longworth, where we have enjoyed 
many mercies and privileges, which he hath bestowed upon his people i 
and amongst the many mercies this Is not the lea at, iliat in this church 
he hath given aome increase in number of us, his wituesHeai against 
those vain waves of this world which they receive by tradition from their 
fathers i as chie^y baptizing of infants (as they call it), and touchmg 
their faith and persuasions about the place where they bury their dcad^ 
which two thlngi3, (as alao many others) the Lord hath separated us 
from them in. 

And inking these things into conaideration, wc, who were led bvthat 
gude word of Prophecy, as in baptism, so also in burying our dead in a 
place aprirt from the people of this world, hereupon our biiths and our 
burials were neither of them registered by the Parish Register, so we 
jiidged it exj>edtent to lake care in this matter, whereupon we appoin- 
ted i^nd prejmred this book, wherein we have inserted, on one aide births r 
and the other burials. 

The earliest entry in this book is in 1647 j and^ like the 
Society of Friendsj commonly called Quakers^ they avoided us- 
ing the names of the days of the week and the month : thus ; 

John Williams was buried on the Sth of the 4th month, 1675* 

The meeting-house was first registered^ ns the law requiredj 
in the month of September, 1703, the ground having been 
given by Mr, John Williams of Aston. 

The ministers of this chapel since its foundation have been 
the following :

The incumbent of this chapel serves also at a small meeting* 

house in Bampton, in Aston School-room and elsewhere, on 
particular occasions. 

§ 23. Cote House, 

This interesting mansion was probably built in the reign of 
Elizabeth or James I. It has two projecting wings with gabled 
roofs, like nearly all the houses erected at the same period, 
but the wings are of unequal height, which somewhat detracts 
from the grandeur of its appearance. The centre of the buil- 
ding forms a long hall, into which the door, which is in the 
middle of the principal front, opens without screen or vesti- 
bule; At the upper end of the hall is the drawing room, a 
wainscotted appartment, beyond which is an ancient staircase of 
heavy oak leading to the state bed-room, which was once orna- 
mented with oak carving, but this has lately been removed by 
the present owner, H. Hippisley, esq. to embellish' his mansion 
at Lambourn Place, an ancient residence, which has lately been 
enlarged in the Elizabethan style of architecture, near Hunger- 
ford, ^hen Mr. Skelton wrote his work on the Antiquities of 
Oxfordshire, there were some interesting shields of arms on 
painted glass in one of the principal apartments. " Amongst 
tliese,^' says Mr. Skelton, " I noticed the arms of Blount, with 
others of families of consequence, who had probably resided or 

X Author of somo works on Prophecy. 
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been entertained here, in former times." These coats of arms, 
twenty-four in number, are now at Lambourn-Place, where they 
form conspicuous ornaments in the large window on the stair- 
case and in the windows which surround the iimcr court of that 
beautiful mansion. The arms are all of the sixteenth century, 
and many of them are surrounded by the garter, bearing the 
motto HoNi soiT QUI MAL Y PENSE. Three of them bear the 
names of Blunte, Lee and Hanbury, and one of them has the 
Greek motto heo^ haimatos antipelargon, — a mistake, I suppose, 
of some unlearned painter for antipalaion, — " struggling even 
to blood." 

There are also other objects of interest which have been re- 
moved from Cote House to Lambourn-Place : amongst others 
I noticed two chairs, as old as the reign of King Charles, one 
of them ornamented with a ducal coronet. 

The screen, also, which now stands at the extremity of the 
hall at Lambourn-Place, is a most beautifpl relic of the Eliza- 
bethan style, and has been introduced into its present position 
with no greater alteration than the removal of one or two rows 
of pannels, by which its breadth has been adjusted to the di- 
mensions of the apartment in which it stands. 

But the spolia opima, in the opinion of some persons, from 
Cote House, are five paintings, the merit of which must bo 
evident to the most negligent and most inexperienced beholder. 
These are, 1. A portrait of Sir Thos. Horde, painted by Sir 
Godfrey Kneller, 2. A female, by the same artist, 3. The last 
Mr. Horde, by Beach. 4. Miss Horde, daughter of the last 
Mr. Horde, and who bequeathed the Cote estate to the Rev. H. 
Hippisley, father of H. Hippisley esq. the present owner — this 
painting is by Gainsborough or Beach, probably the latter, 5. 
A boy, by Sir Peter Lilly. 
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§ 24. Shifford. 

Two miles from Aston and one mile from Cote Bouse is 
Shifford, fonnerly, as it is said, a place of much consequence ; 
but we find no confirmation of this in ancient records. The 
account which will further on be laid before the reader of its 
having been the place where Alfred once held a parliament, 
furnishes no ground for supposing that it was more than 
a village or small town; for in those turbulent times, a parlia- 
ment was as rude a body of men as can well be conceived, 
and their parliament-house was more likely to be a wild heath 
than a Westminster Hall. Still there is no doubt that Shif- 
ford was once a more important place than it is now, and 
perhaps contained several houses and streets. At present 
there is nothing but its solitary httle church,* 4 or 5 cottages, 
and Shifford farm-house, the property of the Harcourt family, 
and the residence of their tenant, Mr. Peter Williams, a gen- 
tleman known far and near for his hospitality and honest inde- 
pendence of character, to which the writer of these pages is 
happy to be able to pay this humble tribute. 

Nearly the whole of Shifford district — or parish, as it is 
sometimes § called — consists of common fields, almost 
wholly destitute of timber, and lying close upon the river which 
for many weeks in every year overflows its banks and deluges a 
large quantity of land. Further information concerning Shif- 
ford, its ancient history, its manor and other particulars, will 
be given hereafter in the Chronological arrangement of past 
events which have happened in this parish. 

♦ The old church of Shifford, which was very ancient, fell down in the year 1772 : 
that which now occupies its place, is a small building of the most plain, unadorned cha- 
racter. It was not completed till some years after, when the Rev. Samuel Johnson, one 
of the Ticars of Bampton, ofHciated in it. 

§ It has been suggested to me, since the publication of the first edition of this work, 
that Shifford was perhaps originally a separate parish and that its connection with Bamp- 
ton has merged its former independence. If so, the union of the two parishes would more 
correctly be expressed " Bampton cum Shifford." 
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§ 25. Chimhby. 

Chimney consists of two farms onlyj the property of E. M, 
Atkins esq., of Kingston-Lyle in the county of Ecrks. It was 
once the seat of the YescySj one of whom foundetl the grammar- 
ichooL There were formerly a fine manor-house and chapel at 
Chinmeyj but it is now some years since they have been ptilletl 
down and the mateiials rcttovetl. Tliere is nothing remaining, 
of intcFestj in the phice ; wliiclij indeed, in the mntcr-seasou 
can only be approached, owing to the inundation from the 
river, by Jueaus of a hirge farm-liorsej kept by Mr. Pinuock, 
the occupier of one of the fannS| for the accommodation of his 
fnetids and visitors, 

§ E6< Betghthahfton. 

This is a small tlcpentlency of Batnpton situateil on the 
extreme verge of the parish, and forming a contiimous street 
with the houses in the neighbouring parisli of Staidaie, It 
contains no interesting objeet| of any kind.

The small village of Lew, destiDcd hereafter to become 
a separate parish, b situated about 2 miles on the road to 
Witiiey, from which it 18 dit?tant about 3 mi lea and a half- Its 
pretty church was built by subscription in tlie year 184^. 
There is, also, a small chapel belonging to the religions 
society of Baptists resident at Witney, This buildirig 
was designed by the pious members of tliat pcrsuasioiv before 
Lew church was thought of, to provide for the spiritud wants 
of the poor iiiliabitants, who could not attend at tlie parish- 
church of Banipton, but, for want of fund.s or fmni of her 

causes, was not erocied untU Lew eliurch was iinishcih

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The principal landed proprietOTs of Lew, are Thomns Deii- 
toiij esq., lord of two-tbirda of tbe mauor of Bamptoiij and 
T* Close, esq,, of Clapham. 

§ 2S. Of the public charities of Bakpton, 

Few towns of equal size possess so many charitable bequests 
and foundations as rampton; and, as is generally the case 
with charities, thej appear to have been greatly abused, or at all 
events neglected, and not to have been fully applied to the pnr^ 
poseSj for which they were intended. But in the present age 
a better spirit is afloat, and it is hoped that all the testamentary 
bequests of pious and chajitable individuals^ long since decea- 
nedj may speedily be placed on such a footing as to be produc- 
tive of the most good to the paiish for who^e use they were 
intended. 

A large number of deeds concerning these charities are pre- 
served ill the great iron-cliest which is kept in the vestry under 
four locks, but, without other means of information, these 
papers are too imperfect lo explain satisfactorilv the subjects 
to which they refer. 

It appears that there was formerly a large board suspende<3 
in the church, on which all or most of the Bampton charities 
were insribedp 

This board has long since disappeared ; but foiiunately a 

copy of it is found in tbe Rawlinson manuscriptj already so 

often quoted. The account of it giveii in that book is as 

follows.

parish «f Bsniptou, to be disposed of tu tlioee that frequent the 

Cluirch arid receive the Sacrament. 
Mr, Richard Coxeter gave the use of ten pounds towards the placing 

out of poor childrt?n of Bampton and Weald. 
Toby Sadler) d raptor, gave Jifty pomids to be given in bread to the poor 

of Bamptou and Weald. 
Richard Blagrove gave the use of ten pounds lo be given in bread to 

the poor of Blimp ton and Weald. 
Henry Clanfield gave the use of ten pouuda to the poor of Bampton 

and Weald. 
Mr. Richard Dew gave to the use of the School fifty pounds. 
Mr. John Palmer gave the usd of fifty pounds to the poor of Aston 

and Coat. 
Mr. Robert Dale gave the use of five pounds to the poor of Aston 

and Coat. 
Mr. John Moulden of Coat gave the use of €ve pounds to the poor of 

Aston and Coat, 
Mr* Thomas Cox of Stanford gave the use of five nobles to the poor 

of Coate, 
Madam Dorothy Loder, formerly wife of Mr. John Hancks of this 

parish, gave £300 to the use of the poor of Bampton and W^eald. 
Julian Walter, of Appleton in the county of Berks, gave i;lS pci 

ar^num to be disposed of in bread to the poor of Bampton, 
Thomas Hull and Anne hia wife, gave the sum of£5^ach to be 

disposed of in bread to widowers and widows of Bampton and 

Weald. 

All good bene factors. 

It appears^ from the same Rawliusori MS.^ that there 
was a similfljr tablet in Shifford Church i the extract is as 
follows : 

"On a velom in a frame fixed to the north of the Church, 
Mr. William Farr gave to the poore of Shifford five pounds and the 
use of it to be paid them every year upon St. Thomas's day for ever. 
He departed this life the 36th of November 169L His text was in 
Revelations the Hth and the 13th verse : ** And I heard a voice from 
HeaveUj saying unto me : Write, Blessed are the dead which die in the 
Lord from henceforth, yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from 
their labours and their works do follow thenii" 

These hsts are^ however^ of little other use in the present 
day^ than as a recort! of the piotss bearfactors to whom the pa- 
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rish is iiulebted for the above named sums. A great part of 
the momj hos been invested in laud and other securitieaj so 
that the charities of Bamptou, as they are at present^ would be 
almost unintelligible even to the donors themselves.

1, Ike free Gramrmr-ScItOQL — The Free Gramnmr-School 
was founded J in the year 1G70, by liobert Yaisey, or Ye-sey, 
esq. of ChimneVj who left £800 for the instruction of all boys 
living in the parish and dependencies of BamptoUj and in the 
small adjoining parish of Yelford- This bequest was augment- 
ed to £400 by John Palmer, who, by will dated Oct. 23, 1650, 
gave an additional sum of £100 for the use of the grammar- 
schooL See the copy of the board in the clmn^h and the Ee- 
port of the Charity-Commissioners, page SJ^l. The inquisi- 
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tions and other papers priiitecl in the Appendix to this volume 
will ID form tlie reader of many particidars concerning this 
foumlatioHj which it is here nnnecessary to repeat. 

The Trastces, still alive, according to t!ie last feoffment, 
dated Jane 21^ 18S1, are F. Whitaker esq.,Kav, C, L. Kerby, 
vicar of Bampton, Uov. W. J* Walker of Soiithropj Mr, Tho, 
Green, IVIr, James Ward, Mr* W» Andrews, 5f r. William Prjor 
of Aston, Mr. Richard Townscnd of Coatej and Mr, J, Bate- 
man. Their duty is to take charge of and maintain the free- 
hold property which belongs to the foundation, consistiug of 
the School-honse, a picturesque buihUng situated near the 
church, a small cottage adjoining, and three fields situated near 
Fisher's bridge. 

T!ie income derived from the rents, aomnnts to about ££S 
per annum, not including the School -house. Other monies 
will probably be attached to the School, when certain arrange- 
ments in the court of Chancery shall be brought to completion. 
Tlie master is ajipointed by the three vicars of Bampton, and 
the heir of the founder, and in ease of ati equality of vot-es be- 
tween the fouTj then the deeision shall remain on that side to 
which the !ieir of the founder shall have given his vote. 

The present master is the Eev. H, S. Templar but there 
are no pupils, and it is a subject of regret to the inhabitants that 
this foundation is without any bendit whatever to the town. 
It appears, however, tlmt this evd is not so irremediable as in 
the case of many other grammar- Schools, for the foundation is 
unfettered by any conditions wliicb might perpetuate a course 
of study not adapted to the wants of the people. Tlie origmal 
slatutes seem now to he lost, but they were apparently extant 
at the time when tlie Eawhnsou MS. was written i for I find 

therein the following extract : 

** Scbool-mastcr Leonard Fl-U, a poor cliiltl, of Queen ^s College in 
Oxford, wliu acuurdiiig la the statu tt'ii piigLt not to be a heh&aced 
person," 
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E. l%miU(m^9 ffi/t — Mr, George Tlioinpsonj whose tomb is still 
seen on the east side of the South transepfc^a recumbent figure 
under a pediment support4?(l by two fluted columns- — by his 
last will, dated June 6, 1st James I, A. D. 1603, left a 
rent-charge of £6 a year issuing out of certain lands situated 
in the paiiah of Brizcnorton^ (now given, in sixpences,) to the 
poor of Banipton and Weal J. The extract from liia mil, pre- 
served in the great chest, is as follo\\ s : 

Item I will and bequeath to the poor people of Bamplotij Lew, and 
Weld J Marian Startupp and her heirs, Agnea Startupp the daughter of 
Humphry Startupp aud her lieira, Agiieu Startupp the daughter of 
Wm. Startup p aad her heirs, JoaneTonisou mj wife during her natural 
life and Jane Gurlie my sister's daughter and ht^r heirj ALL that my 
lease of two yard-laiid, with al] the appurtenances thereunto belonging 
with divers other partkiilars^ contained in the same lease, set, lying and 
heijig in the parish of Brisenorion in the county of Oxon, granted unto 
me and my assigns by Mr. Edward Tate^ late of Bucklaud, for a term 
of 2000 years to the behoof of them, and ever>^ of them, as in particu- 
lar, arid more at large in this my present will, is expressed and set 
down. And for the belter performance and mory assurance whereof 
my wiU ia that the feoffees of Bompton, Haddon, Aston, Lew, and 
Weald, for the time being, shall have the custody or keeping of th© 
aaid lease in tnist, to and for the use of all the parties prenonnnate, 
that the said lease in no case should be sold, alienated or altered 
from the true meaning of this my wiU ,., then gives several partB of the 
premises in the said lease to J^Iarian Startupp, Agnes Startupp, and 
Agnes paying several yearly sums to his executors; and to Jonne his 
wife during her natural life^ and Jeane Gurhe and her heirs during tho 
term, all other the contents^ as houses^ lands and enclosures, commons, 
rents, profits, and appurtenances whatsoever, not before given and 
bequeathed in the main lease comprist^ and eontamed^ t^^^v paying 
yearly during the whole term to the poor people of Bampton, Lew, ana 
Weald, six pounds to be given and distributed to them by the discrt- 
tion of my overseers and the two Churchwardens ofBampton, Haddon, 
Weald, and Lew, for the time being, at two several times of the year, 
v\z. Whit^sunday, and the feast of St. Thomas the Apostle, by equal 
portions, and makes Joan Ms wife and Jane Gurlie his executrixes. 
Witnesses Rob. Joy, clerk, Edward Jones, and William Hanks, 

Proved at Oxford, 4th Feb., 1603. *

estate consists of a housej called the Thames-Houaej and certain 
lands in tlie parish of Appletoiij coiitainining about 30 acres, 
more or less, bequeathed originally bj Julian Walter, ts^Iio, ha- 
ving no children, executed his will on Maj 1^ 1656^ by which 
he gave the aforesaid estate to Trustees for 

"the good and benefit of t)ie poor f)f the town of Bampton in tlie 
CO. of Oxon^ and to the impotent people of the parish of Bampion afore- 
aaid^ f'qnally to be divided between theiTi, .**.*.* which premises so 
devised for and to the use of the poor of the said pariith shall every Sun- 
day in the year for ever after the SenTions he ended in the said parish-

execution of this my will, nccording' to the true intent and meaning 
hereof^ that then the use of the poor of the parish to cease,**.. ..but it shall 
or may be lawful for the Justices of Peace of the Sessions to he holden 
for the county of Qxon and Berks, to lake the profits, to them so 
devised for the use of the said poor, und employ the same to the 
enlargement of the causeway at New- Bridge in length, and for the 
maintainance of it for ever, &c." 

In the He port, of the Comroissioners Julian Walter is des- 
cribed as a woinanj and no papersj that have yet fallen in my 
way, afford the least help towards clearing up thia very ridi- 
culous doubt. 

Within a recent period this property has been vested in trus- 
tees by a decree of the commissioners of the Public Charities. 
The last enfeoffment^ dated Sep. 25, 1826^ vested tlie trusteeship 
in the hands of Jonathan Amatt^ William Joseph Walker, Fred- 
erick Whitaker^ Robert Bullen, George Bryan Shingle ton ^ Ber- 
nard Green^ William Roberts and John Batemanj with the 
proviso that when four trustees should be dead a fresh 
feoffment should be executed. Three of them are already 
deceased. 

The rents amount to £36 a year^ received by the churchwar- 
den s^ who retain 8s, for a dinner^ on Holy Thursday, 89. bread-

** be forthwith disposed of nnd applied to nnd for tlifc placing out 
fttjd bindiiig of such niid ao many poor children yearly to some 
good trades in London or t]ie siihurlis thereof ftiid nut elsewhere, as 
the wild Tho. Burrow, J, R, Win^tftnlry, and C. L, Kerhy, and tht?ir 
aucoe^sors, vicars of iSanu aforesd, for the time beinp, or tlio major part 
of them eliall from time to tinie think Jit nud appi^int/' 

The rents now produce £30 per anBum^ but, when the pre- 
sent lease is expired, they will he raised to £40, The Bcport 
of the Charity-commissioners states tliat this land was purchas- 
ed with the bequests of Dorothy TjO tier, who, by wdl dated 
March 24, 1701, gave £S00, Dr, Gotten, who gave £50, and 
Richard CoxctcFj who by will dated Nov, 8, 16S1, bequeathed 
£40 ; all these sums to be vested in land, and the proceeds to 
be employed in apprenticing children of Baraptoo to various 
trades \ but of late years a large portion of the rents has been 
used to pay the salaries of the Master and Mistress to the Na^ 
tioTial ScliooL [See appendix. No. XIX, 

6. Hoard' s^ifL — This charity will be best undcrstjood by the 
perusal of tlie following printed paper, formerly in circulation, 

"An AnstUAcr of thf; gifts of Thomah Horof, Esq, for the betieftt 
of his Neighbour]* in Aston and Coati*, in tbs County of Oxford, 

iN. B- The Trtistees are to deduct alt their chargea out of the ren ta of 
the Lands eliargcd. 

Mr, Horde, by dc'cd dated the sixth day of AiigiiBt in the year 
1709, did giv« certain Laada in Aglon aud Coate to TrusteeBi in trunt 
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to raise the yearly sum of Forty Pounds for ever, free frolti taxe^i wliere* 
d1 the yearly sum of Twenty-four pounds ia to be disfjoaed for the 
beneiit of the poor Prieoners in the Castle in Oxford, in such manner 
OS tn the name deed is txpressed^ and the remaining Sixteen Pound* 
per annum is to be be !y tolled in th^ manner following^ Viz : The 
Churchwardens and Overseers of the poor gf Aston and Coate are, with 
Ten Pounds thereof, to provide yearly ten woollen coats, and ten pair 
of Stocking^^s for Men, and ten coarse woollen waistcoatSi and ten ean^ 
va5 shifts and ten pair of stockings for Women, and to deliver them to 
the Men and Women upon the feasit ot Saint Michael the Arch-angel in 
every year.— The Men and W^omen are to inhabit within the Villages 
of Aston and Coate, and are to be eleeted by the Lord of the manor of 
Aston and the sixteen persona coinmo nJy called the sixteens or the 
major part of them. 

The Churchwardens and Overseera of the Poor, upon the feast of St. 
Michael in every year, are to ^We an account to the Lord of the manor 
how they have disposed of the Ten Pounds that year^ and what remains 
of it Is to be distribvited, by the same Churchwardens and Overseers^ 
amongst the poor men and tvomen who shall receive the clothes that 
year- 

The remaining Six Pound* per annum is to be paid yearly, by 
the Churchwardens and Overseers of the Poor, to some man or woman^ 
inhabiting in A a ton ^ hemg of a sober life, to be named by the Lord of 
the manor and the six teens, or the major part of them ; who, for that 
money is to teach twenty such poor childrenj inhabiting in Aston and 
Coate, to be elected by the Lord of the manor and the &iKteens or 
the major part of them, to read English imtH they can perfectly 
lead the Bible ; — But If the Master or Mistress shall teach but fifteen 
such children, then he or she shall receive but Five Pounds per annum j 
and if hut ten such children, then but Four Pounds per annum, and if 
but five such children, then but Three Pounds per annum. And the 
residue of the said yearly sum, in every such year, is tQ be distributed 
amongst such poor Widows in Aston and Coate, as the Lord of the ma^ 
nor and the lixteene or the manor part of them shall appoint. If no mat) 
or woman, capabEe to teach English, shall inhabit in Aston, then any 
man or woman, inhabiting hi Co^te, is to be elected in the manner and 
for the purpose aforesaid. 

All the children are to be taught the Church Catechtam, and shall, in 
the hearing of the Master or Miatresp, pray every morning at their 
comrnff to school, and every evening at their going from thence ; and 
shall he chastised for swearing, lying, or other misbehaviour. 

The Lord of the manor, and the Minister of Shifford, and the church'* 
vrardens and Overseer a of the Poor of Aston and Coate or the majoi 
part of them (as often as they please) are to examine the behaviour of 
the Master or Mistress, and to displace him or her for such cause as they 
shall iudge reasonable, and to elect another in the room of the person 
BO displaced. 

Abstracts are to be printed of these Trusts, for the use of the Trus* 
tees and others — one of them is to remain in SbifTord church and ano- 
ther with the Lord of the manor— And as often as seven of the Trut-

teei die, tlift flurvivots are to renew the trust, and make up twelve 
Truatees, of whom tlie Preiiident of Trinity College, the Recorder uf 
Oxford, and the owner of Mr, Horde's mansion-house in Coate for the 
time being, are always to ha three. 

Mr^ Horde's Hetr-at-Lnw for the time being is to have the overplus 
of the rent, which ahall remain more tlnm Forty Pouiids per annum. 
&nd if the rents fall short and will not yield that sum, then other lands 
of Mr. Horde's iu Eaton Hastings in the County of Berks are charged to 
make up the deticiency, and while Mr. Horde's heirs duly pay the year- 
ly sum, they are to hove the pi^ssesaion of the lands charged with it. 

The naues of the TuirsTEEs — Dr* Dcheon, of Trin* Coll. Oxf. Dr. 
B rath wait, Warden of New College. Dr. Edwards, Principal of Jesus 
Col lege* Dr. Paynter Rector of Exeter College. Dr. Dim slur. 
Warden of Wad ham college, Mr Allen Hord. William W rights 
esq , Record er of Ox for d* J u na t h an C ae tlem a n , estj , Aider m a n W hi te. 
Alderman PinneL Mr, Mathew PinneL Bamptun, Oxon, printed by W, 
Holloway, MDCCCXllL 

7. C/mrc/t-iands. Under this name are included certain 
fieldsj which belong to the parish^ and the rents of wiiich are 
received by the church-wardens and help to pay the expenses 
of the church, thereby rendering the church-rates so much 
lighter upon the inhabitants. The fields are four in number i 
One at Lew containing about 3 acrea, at present let to Mr* 
Jeevesj — One in Clanfield lane, contmnicg 4a. Ir, 37p. let 
to Mr, Perkins — Another io Claufield lane, containing 3r- 7p, 
let to MrSi Clare of Claufield— One near the road to Tadpole, 
coutaiuing la. 2r. 36p- and let to Mr. Fisher . 

The rents of these fields at present amount to £24* 15s* Od. 
There is no trust for tliree of them ; but for the fii'st the last 
feoffment was made by Mr. J* Bantirig, the only surviving 
trustee, June 21, 1831, to eight of the inhabitants, on condi- 
tions similar to those before mentioned. 

A paper containing an account of the Bampton charities, 
and printed by Bailey, 1 1 6 Chancery Lane, some years ago, 
eays that the house stiiiiding in the midst of the Lew close, 
some land in the Common-^fieldand five cow-oommons ; besides 
four houiies, and an acre of land in Weald, also formed part of 
the church-lands. I have heard it hinted that certain acres of 
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land aw ar tied in lieu of tlie cow-commoDs and land in the com- 
mon, iniglit still be recovered for the use of the parish. 

8. 3loney lent to ike Skkmchnrch turnpike-trust. - — About 
tliirty years ago^ large subscriptions were collected by the Eev* 
Dr, Kichards one of the vicars of Bamptorij amounting finally, 
with other contributions, to £1SOO. This sum has been since 
lent to the trustees of the Stokenchurch turnpike-road : the 
vicars conjointly ^^■ith the two churchwardens are trnstees for the 
money. The interest of £600 at 4 per cent^ viz. £24 a year, 
is paid to the organist r ££0 is devoted to the nse of the ^^ational 
School of Bamptoiij and £8 is given to the poor in bed-linen* 

9. Legacies hequeatked hj Mm, Susanna Frederick^ Spa, 
— Mrs. Susanna Frederick, by her last wiil, dated April 29j 
1789, bequeathed the interest of £^00 stock in the Sonth-sea 
atinuities [afterwardsj by codicil, dated Nov. 9, 1793, increa- 
sed to £300] for the use of the Sunday-schools. Ilereseculor 
w^as the late Edward Whitaker esquire. 

Mrs, Elizabeth Snell, by her last will, dated June 29, 1787, 

Itft the sum of £200 in the hands of Edward Whitaker, Wm 

Eoberts, and the Ee v. Tras. Smith m trustees. This money waa 

' afterwards placed out in purchasing £'^68, 3 per ceiit consols. 

Also the same Mrs Elizabeth Snellj and Mrs, Susanna Frede- 

rick, in eonj unction with Mrs. Mary Frederick, in the year 

1784, purchased £400 Stock in the 4 per cent Bank Aimui- 

l ties, and vested it in the names of William Ham kins^ John 

I Mander, William Eoberts and Edward Whitaker, for the use 

of ^^ Master of the Grammar- School, on condition that he 

should teach Eeading, Writing, English and Arithmetic to all 

such boys, not exceeding the number of 10^ as should for that 

purpose be nominated and appointed, after the decease of the 

said donors, by the said Trustees and their successors &c. In 

1829 the amount of Stock was £418* 17 s. 6d. 

Mrs. Mary Crofts, by will dated on or about March 4, 1717, 
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left £100 to be laid out in land, and the interest to be applied to 
the yse of the Master of the Free School^ for instructing 12 jjoor 
bojs and girls of the town of Bamptou in the English tongucj 
until they shall be able to read well in the Bible ; but, if the 
School-master refuses or n^lects to do so, then tlie .profits 
shall be applied to the use of such Schoolmaster or 
Schoolmistress as by the appointment of her executor John 
rredericlc, and his heirs, should yearly teach the said children 
ia the manner aforesaid. The value of this Stockj in 1829^ 
was £135. 7s, M. 

Conoerniflg all these ^fts there is a deed of declaration, dated 
Dec. 31, 1792^ setting forth the objects as aforesaid* The 
whole of this money, amountmg to several hundred pounds, is 
still l)ing in that secure treasure-house, the Court of Chancery ! 

10. CaHe/^ Le^aci^. — Joseph Carter, mariner, of Bristol, 

by his last will, daled Aug. 6, 1768, and proved in London, 

Jnty 8, 1769, bequeathetl, amongst other legacies, £50 

'* to the Minister and Church ward ens foi the time being of the safd 
parish of Hampton in the county of Oxford, to he by them placed out 
at interest, and the interest thereof annually divided amongat the poor 
of the parij^h of B^mplon aforesaid, not receiving parish-pay/' 

This legacy of £50 hag, of late years, been reduced to less than 
half of its original atnount ; for^ having been deposited in the 
care of the lat« Mr, Burrow, one of the vicars of Bampton, it 
remained in his hands until his death, when it appeared that 
the affairs of the deceased were in a state of insolvency, and only 
about £20 were recovered for the parish, amounting in 1844, 
with interest, to £S0. Bs. 6d., and lying in the charge of the Kev, 
D. Adams, one of the present vicars of Bampton. 

11, Upper Moor close and BrooJ^ast Furiouff doie. See Mr, 
Hudson^ s pamphlet for an account of these lands, which were 
purchased out of the following legacies, ££00 given by John 
HoUoway, 100 pounds by Dr. W. Osbome^ 60 pounds by 
EcT* Edw. Cotton, 5 poimdi by Rob, Qeeves, 10 pounds by 
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Anu Coxeter, 50 pounds by Tobias Sadkr, 10 pounds by Eieli- 
ard and Ann Blagrave, 5 pounds by Eobert Cripps^ 10 pounds 
by Thomas and Aun Hall^ and 60 pounds the sum total of seve* 
ral other small donations. 

They produce at present 10 pounds 19s- half-yearly : of 
vhich 2 pounds lis. 9d. is added to a fund, which accumulates 
until there is enough to pay a fee for appreutising some poor 
boy or girl ; 6 pounds I63, 10 pence half-penny is given to the 
churchwardens to increase the bread-fund, and 1 pound Ts. 4 
pence half-penny is distributed half-yearly in half- crowns. After 
Lady -day the rents will be ^iO pounds a year. 

1 ^. Lower Moor close mid Za^e-EetMj/ close, — It appears 
that the latter of these fields, about two acreSj was sold some yeara 
ago by the authority of the commissioners when the Inclosure 
took place. The Lower moor close^ about 9 acres and a halfj is 
now rented by Mr. Bate man and produces 15 pounds per an- 
num, of which 3 pounds 4s, is added to the bread -fund ; the 
restj minus land-tax, is given to the vicars^ fund for supplying 
the poor with coal during the winter. After Lady -day, 1 84 9j 
the rent will be raised to £0 pounds per annnni, Tbe fields 
were purchased with the legacies of John Pahner, Eobert Veysey, 
John TuU, John Euttj Henry Clanfield, and others, 

1 S. Natmtai SckooL — There appear to be no trustees of this 
institution. There is a large building near the centre of the 
town, consisting of an upper room occupied by the giilsj and a 
lower loomj by the boys. The master receives 20 pounds a 
year : the mistress 15 pounds a year : a miserable pittance, when 
we consider the importance of their duties i they receive also 
one penny a week from eaob pupil* The sadaries are paid out 
of the following sources : 30 pounds a year the rent of the Shil- 
ton estate^ 20 pouuds interest of money lent to the Stokenchurch 
tam-pike trust, and 1 pound 10s. paid by Mr. Waite of Aston, 
the rent of a small piece of land in Shilton meadow^ appurtenant 
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lo the Shilton estate, but let t« him in a separate occupation. 

14, Miss Car/ 8 bequ&sL — Miss Carr, organist of Bamptoa 
cIiiiTch, b}^ her will, dated Aag, IG, 184 J ^ bequeathed 100 
pounds to her successor. As the words of the will were not 
thought sufficiently explicit^ Miss A, Whitakerj who succeeded 
Miss Carr in the office oforgauist, by a deed of declaration, da- 
ted April 30, 1845, vested the (rustee^^hip of the 100 pounds 
minus 10 pounds legacy- duty, in Fred. Wliitaker esq., Eev* D. 
Adamsj Eev. K. Barnes, and A, Close esq,, the interest to be 
paid to the orgauist of Bamptoii church for ever. 

15. Mo^l^^ legacies &o. — Mr. William ^.'onk, of Aston, 

by his will dated Jan. 7, 1848, directs that his trustees, who 

are also his executors, viz. Mr* Ei chard Townsend, of Cot« 

House in the parish of Eampton, yeoman, and Mr. David 

Towusend^of Aston, jeomaii; after paying certain legacies out 

of bis residuary estate, shall also, from the same source, 

Place out JE5Q at interest, free of le^aey dutVi and with such interest 
and any part of tKe principrtl tliat may be necessary purchase four and a 
Half tons of coal every year (till the whole he spent) for the use of the 
most deserving poor of Aston and Co ate aforesaid^ to be distrihuted 
amongjjt thcni the day before New Christmas in every year, and then 
to place out £3U at interest, free of legacy-duty ^ and with such interest, 
and any part of the principal, to pay 2s. (iff. a-piece to every poor 
Twidow of Aston and Coate the day before New Christmas in every year 
till the whole he exhausted." 

Then follow other legacies, after which the testator directs 

that his said trustees shall 

Stand possessed of the clear residue, Upon tritst to place the same 
out at interest on good and valid security, and expend the same, both 
principal and interest, one half towards defraying the expen^^e of erec- 
ting a spire or tower to the church lately built at Aaton aforesaid, and 
the residue towards buying and putting up bells in the same or other- 
wise improving the said church or its appurtenances; Provided^ 
NEVERTHELESS that, If in the course often years from my death a suf- 
ficient sum cannot be obtain ed^ by subscription or otherwise, to erect 
such tower or spire, then upon trust to lay out the whole in furnishing 
hella for the said church or otherwise improving or embellishing the 
same or the things appertaining thereto. 

The iutentiona of the deceased, as expressed in his wiU, are 

however veir likely to be Imstrated, for it appears, by the 
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statement of the executor^ that Mr, Monk had over-estimated 
hia property^ and that there will be little or no money remain- 
ing for the above-named purposes, after other legacies have 
been paid, 

16. ^^^'^^[J/^ &:c.— Mr. Thomas Fox, of Aston, yeoman^ by 
deed dated May 25, 1839, and duly inrolled in Chancery, ga\e 
a yearly charge of £4^ proceeding out of a farm-house or home- 
stead &c, at Aston, formerly in his owji occupatioo, towards 
the repair and mainta' nance of Aston chiu'ch for ever. 

Also the same Mr. Thoa Fox^ by his last will, dated March 
10, 1845j after other hequestsj &c. directs that £20 be paid 
out of the sale of a close of land called Woodleys at Lew, 
which close is not to be sold until after the death of Mrs. Sarah 
Baston who is to have the rents for her life, and the said £20 
is then to be spent by the trustees of the said wiJl^ namely James 
Kose and Edward Jeeves^ in buying fuel for the poor of Aston 
and Cote in the next winter-season after her death. He also 
confirms the charge of £4 b yearj formerly made by deed in- 
rolled J for the repairs of the church of Aston* 

17* Mkcellaneous^ loH legacies^ 8fc, — Such are the following* 

The Wor House, and the land on which it stood, formerly the 
property of the parish, were sold in 1840, and the proceeds paid 
over 1 owards the expense of building the Witney Union. 

Mr. E. Churches legacy, called the Widows' estate by 
Mr, Hudson, seems never to have become the property of the 
parish. 

Mrs. LeveretCsj and Mrs. Susamia Frederic^ a second legacy of 
money lent to Mrs. Leybourne, and the latter lady's bequest of 
one guinea for a sermon. I have not been able to procure any 
information concerning these bequests beyond that which is to 
be found in Mr. Hudson's pamphlet, 

Mrs. Bew^s leyacy of £ 200, This money, bequeathed by 
Mrs. Deweby will dated Sept* 24, 1763, having been for some 
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years employedj aecording to the will of the donor, was eventu- 
sUy lent, with the other monies, aUogether £1300, to the Sto- 
le en -cUurch turnpike trust.

4d. only to be given yearly to Coate every Christmas by John Moulden» 

Mr willinot's gifts is ids, 4d, to be payd yearly att the Easter to the 
overseers of the poore of Aston and Coal to be pd by Bampton church- 
wardens. 

Sir Wm Coventry's gift to the parish of Batnpton by his wilL. .j 

coun sel. ,.,,,**, we ought to h ave *,,.,.,,. sh are an d when the comm ission 
of charitable uses is extant ...,,,*. requisite wee make recourse to the 
commissioners, for right which gift, if notpd, ought to be demand- 
ed of the overseers of the poore of Bampton or of tliose who distribute 
the said charity. 

Thomas Fox his gift to the poore of Aston and Coat is the uue of I Os, pd 
yearly by the owner of Hucket Close to the churchwardens or overseers 
of Aston and Coat, given in bis will, and the close is tyed to pay it for 
ever IQb. yearly. 

Tliis last sum was paid by Mr Darby owner of the Hue- 
ket Close, until hia death in 1810 or 1811, since which time 
it has ceased to be paid. By the retum^ made to FariiameDt 
in 1786j the bequest is said to have been made ib 17^1. 



§ 29. MANORS OP BAMFTONj EAMPTON^DEAKEEtj 

ASTONj AND SHIPPORD. 

For the following acount of manors I am indebted to the 
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kinJiicss of Fred, Whitakcr^ esq* J* P., lord of the manor of 
Bampton deanery^ and well acquainted with tiie whole subject 
of manors^ their nature and jnrisdietioii, 

" It wonTd be beyoTid the scope of i¥iy designj and a.% tKe same time 
uninteresting to tht? general reader, and to those y^ho from local circum- 
stances feel interest in the pernsal of tliese pa^es, were I to enlarge 
upon the origin and nature of what is called a Hundred or a Manor ; 
but as the town of Bampton is the Hundred-Town, and there will bo 
found in the appendix some tranicripta from records relating to the 
Hnndred and Manor of Bampton, it mny, for the better understanding 
them, be useful to furnish the reader with a few general ohservationa on 
the Buhject^ 

The division of the kingdom into counties, hundreds^ and tithings^ in 
said to have been the work of King Alfr^dj and hiH ohject the preven- 
tion of rapine and disorder, which prevailed in his realm » But neither 
the mere separation of a given portion of the kingdom and calling it a 
county, nor of a county and calling it a hundred, nor of a hundred and 
calling it a tirhmg, would in itself at all advance thi^ object. It was 
by instituting certain coiirts or tribunal a within these particular limits, 
that he hoped to accomphdi his object, and^ as^haa been said of himr to 
bring Justice home to ev^ery mun^s door ; hence in glajtictng at the courts 
which from these views of the king sprang up, we shall have to notice 
the very courts, which niitil lately were held within the hundred and 
manor of Bamptcn- 

Tn ancient times it was the duty of the Sheriff of a county to makr 
his circuit through every hundred of his county twice in the year, and 
to hold a court for tlie refcrination of common grievances, and for the 
preservation of the peace and good government of the kingdom; at 
which court all the uihabitants above twelve years old (with some ex- 
ceptions) were hcHUid to attend, to make inquiries of all offences, and 
also lo give security to the public for their own good behaviour by tak- 
ing an oath to be faithful to the king and to observe his law». And 
they were to incorporate themselves into some free-pledge or tithing^ 
which formerly comprised a certain number of families living together 
in the 1= lime precinct, the meniberB whereof were every one of them 
mutually bovmd for each other, and punishable for the default of any 
member of a^family in not appearing to answer for himself on any accu- 
sation made against him. 

The jvirisdiction ^ of the Sheriff extended to every lumdred in tho 
county, unless, by prescription or by virtue of some grant or charter, i| 
had come into the hands of some private Lord of the Leet, as the Hun- 
dred and Manor of Bampton had by the grant of King Henry the 3rd 
[No. IV in the appendix] come into the hand^ of William de Valence, 
These grants or charters usually specified the powers with which the 
Lord of the Leet and the Manor was to he invested, and the inBtrumentJi 
of punishment which he was to keep. Amongst the latter, which he 
would have by law with >ut enumeration, as inchient to the situation of 
Lord of the Leet, wat a pilloryp and a tambrell or cucking-stool ; tha 

u 
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fonner k a veil knourn instrument of pvtiishment ; ibe latNr, beesuse 

not 9Q well ktiDwn^ 1 shall describe out of J&cob's Law Dictionary. 
•* Cuckingstool is an en^ne invented for ilie punishment of scolds and 
unouiet women^ by ducking them in the water, called in ancient time 
a * Tumbrel ' and sometinies n * Trebuchet*' * , *And it was in use even 
in the time of our Sax on s^ by ivhom it wns described to be Cathedra in 
qua rixosse mulicre^ a ed en tea aquis demergebantur." A cbair or stool 
in which scoldingt brawling women, being made to sit, were plunged 
ov^er head and eara in Avater. 

An indefinite number of hundreds made up a connty^ but ten ti th- 
ings, hand eta J or townabips were said formerly to have made up a Hun- 
dred, for every one of which tithingmen were appointed at the court- 
tcct of the Hundred i but since an Act or' FarUament passed on the 12 tb 
of August, 18 12, the office of a tltbingmon iw no longer in use, and the 
appointment of constables was taken from the Lords of the Leet, and 
is now made by Juatieea of the peace at a special Sessions of the peace ^ 
in the Hundred of Bampton it i» made at Bur ford for the we^tem, and 
at Witney for the eastern division of the Hundred. 

In ancient times there was a ceremony^ performed at courts -leet , 
which consisted of what was called view of frank-or free-pledge* Here 
the heads of the diflerent families of the different tithings prejented 
themselves to the Lord or Steward of the court, and a certain immber 
of neighbours became bound, one for another, to see ^ach man of their 
pledge or tithing forthcoming at all times^ or to answer for any trans- 
gression done by any one who was gone away ; and when any one of- 
fend ed, it was forthwith inquired to what pledge he belonged, and then 
the members of that pledge either produced the offender within 31 days, 
or satisfied for his onence. This mode of making one neighbour tn a 
dtbing become resnonsiMe for another, has, looking at the tnen state of 
ioeiety, been highly commended by law a\ithors, and is said by Sir 
William Blackstone to have been the invention of King Alfred, and not 
merely to have been introduced by him from any other country. 

As to Manors : According to that great lawyer. Sir Edward Coke, in 
bis treatise on Manors and Copyholders, the Saxons, if they had not 
Manors in precisely the way in which they existed after the introduc- 
tion of the feudal system at the conquest, had yet, says he, demesnes 
and services, the two material causes of a Manor. These demesnes 
tbey called ^' InlandSi'^ because the Lords kept tbem in their own bands ; 
the services they called ^^Utlands," because those lands were in the 
manurance and occupation of certain tenants, who, in conaideration of 
the profits arising out of these lands, were bound to perform unto their 
Lor as certain duties and services. 

Of these demesne lands, says Sir Edward, one sort was called 
" Bookland," because they nasaed by book, — and they in fact differed 
nothing from our freeholu lands at this day, — the other sort was 
called "Folkland" because tKey paaaed by polls, and were claimed 
and ehallenzed by the tenants, not by assurance in writing, but only 
by the mouui of the people, (vek voceia ropoLt); ^nd they in effect 
differ nothing from copyhold lands at this day. 

But it ii from the Normans, vays be, that W€ Had the very forai of 
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MaitOTSp which h observed amongit lis at tliis present day* They It 
waS; who fnlroduced into thia country the law of feuds, which, savi 
Sir William Blackstone, had it^ orig'in from the military policy of the 
northern or Celtic nations, the Gothts, the HunSi the Frank9| the Van* 
dais J and the Lombards, who poured themselves, on the declension of 
the Roman eTupire, into all the regionn of Europe, whose conquering 
generftl, to secure their new acquisitions^ allotted large districts or 
parcek of land to the superior officers of the army j and thus began 
that celebrated honourable speciea of tenure called Knight-service and 
in law*French Service de Cus^vamer, to a state of society arising from 
which Mr. Burke alludes in the following well-known celebrated pas- 
sage. *'But the age of chivalry ia gone. That of aophists^ra, ccono^ 
tnists, and calculators has succf^eded^ and the glory of Europe is extin* 
puisbed for ever* Never, never more, shall we behold that generous 
loyalty to rank and sex, that proud submission, that dignified obedience, 
that subordination of the heart, which kept alive even in servitude 
itself the spirit of an exalted freedom. The unbought grace of life* the 
cheap defence of nations, the nurse of manly sentiment and heroic 
enterprize h gone \ It la gone, that Hensibility of principle, that 
chastity of honour^ which felt a atain like a wound, which inspired 
courage whilst it mitigated ferocity, which ennobled whatever it touched, 
And under which vice itaelf lost half its evO by losing aU iti 
grossnesa/* 

Til is mi]£ed system of opinion and sentiment, he continues, had its 
origin in the ancient chivalry. And this ancient chivalry was in full 
vogiia and vigour at the time of the grant of the manor of Bampton to 
Willtam de Valence^ Upon that grant being made, he became imme- 
diate tenant or tenant In capite to King Henry the 3rd, and held by 
Knight-service or as the French called it Service de Chevalier. 

It is universally admitted, I believe^ by law-writers that a man or 
could not be created subsequently to the statute of ' Quia emptores 
terrarum ' in the 18th year of the reign of King Edward the 1st, but 
before that statute it was competent to a tenant in capita or even a 
mesne lord to grant a portion of the land of a manor to another person, 
and to make of this portion a new manor to be held of himself. When 
this was done, such a lord wai called a mcsne-lord, who might hold 
manor-courts in that portion as his immediate lord had done before iu 
the manor before sncn separation. 

Of these manor-courts the court of the freeholder waa called the 
Hall mote or Court-baron : that of the copylioldcrs the copyhold or 
customary court of the manor. In the foimer the free suitors were the 
judges ; in the latter the lord or his steward. 

The court-baron was the court where justice and equity were dispen- 
sed among the freehold tenants of the manor by the tenants themselves, 
assisted by the lord or bis steward, and down to about A. D* 1800, it 
appears by the courtbooks, cognizance was taken of causes under 40 
shillings at courts held in Bampton, The copyhold or customary 
court waa the court for the lord's villains, who held at the will of the 
lord and were for a long time his vassals, removable whenever he 
should manifest his will; but afterwards, when they had acquired a 
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Armt!!' and hu ilavish poss^iioni th^y held and now \uAd at thp will 
of the iord iioniiuatlyf but rt^iiHy according to the custom of the manorf 
aud thia custom is the charter ul' their lighta. 

In the parisli of Bampton there are no lesa tliau four manors 
cr reputed manors: 1, The Manor of Eamfton, 2< The 
manor of Bampton deanery. 3, The Manor of Astox- 4. 
The Manor of SiiiFronD. Hie originnl records^ from which 
we obtaiB nearij all our information on this subject, will he 
found in the Appendix : to which may be added incidental no- 
tices foand in various worksj and some charters concerning 
Shifford in Dugdale's Monasticon Anghcanum. 

1. The Manor of Ba3IPTON appears to have been in the 
hands of the Conqueror at tlie time of the Domesdaj survey ; 
it was afterwards granted to the Count of Boutognej but again 
becoming royal propertvj was granted by Henry III to Will- 
iam de Tdence and descended to his son Aylmer de Ta- 
lencCj who dying without issue, it fell to Ins heir Elizabeth 
daughter of John Comyn of Badenhaugli. This lady mar- 
ried Richard Talbotj who received from Edward III a grant 
of free warren dated April 10, 1341. The family enjoyed 
thtir estate and privilege of free-warjen here, until the 9 th 
year of Henry V, when the property passed to the heroic 
Sir John Talbot* Prom this time to the present it is mj 
belief that the Cianor of Eampton has nSver wholly been 
out of the hands of the Slirewsbiiry family, though Mr. Skelton, 
apparently following the account given of it in the Eeanties 
of England and Wales, a work of httle authorityj tells tis that 

" On the 8th Julv, 1425, Sir "William Molins died posseased of thit 
manor with others m the county. In 1441, Robert Hungerford, Kaq. 
httvmg married the daujy^hter and sole heir of Sir Wm. Molins, had 
poiise^don of the Ittnds of her inheritance. King Edward the 4th sub- 
meqacntly seized upon the manoTj in congequence of Robert lord Ilun^ 
frei'fnrd having sided with the Lancastrian f^^ and disposed of it to John 
iord WenlocL" 

But 1 suspect that the family of Molyns and HungerforJ 
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held ^lie manor of Aaton and not of Bampton ; for the pre- 
sent lords of the manor of Bampton are Thomas Denton^ esq.^ 
who holds two-thirds, and lord Shrewsbury, who still holds one 
third of the manor of Bampton, as it would appear, by descent 
from his ancestor fiichard lord Talbot, who first brought it into 
the family. The two -thirds^ which have been alienated, passed 
by marriage from the Talbots to the Coventry family, from whom 
tlicy were purcliased by the present possessor, 

2, The manor of Bajipton de.ineey is of an earher ori- 
gin than the larger manor within which it Hes ; havmg been 
first granted by Leofric to the Dean and chapter of Exeter A. D. 
1046. It has remained in their hands uctil the present time, 
except for a short period when it was sold witU other church- 
lands in the time of the common- wealth. The present lord of 
this manor is 1\ Whitaker esq., holding by lease from the Chnrcli 
of Exeter. 

3. The manor of Aston first appears as having been grauted 
before the year 1249, to Hnhert Pogges, whence it is sometimes 
called Aston -Pogges ; and by the Inquisition of 3rd Edward 
T, it appears that it was held of the superior nmncjr of Bampton 
by the presentation of a sword or the paymeut of Is. 6d. This 
sum is still paid yearly at Cote House by the present lord of 
the manor H* Hippisley esq., to w hose father it was bequeathed 
by the last suiviviug member of the Horde family. 

We learn from Dugdale's Baronage of England!, vol. II, p. 
143, that Margaret, daughter and co-heir of Robert Pogeys of 
Stoke in Buckinghamshire, married John Mauduit of Snmer- 
ford in Wiltshire, and that their consin and heir -^gidia mar- 
ried John Molins, ancestor of WiUiaiii lord Molins, who 
[Dugd. p. 147] " being also a knight, died 8 Mail, 7 Hen. YI, 
(slain at t[ie siege of Orleans in France, as it seems) being then 
seized of t[ie manors of Somerford, Lee, Whittelee, Box, Trow, 
Farnliill, aud Gore, in com. Wiltes, Broughton, Henley upon 
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Thames^ Aaton^ BamptoHj and a fourth port of the manor «f 
Standlake, io com, Oxon/* 
The daoghter and heir of Sir WilUaTn Molyns, Eleanor, married 

Eoberfe Hangerfordj esq*, eldest son of Sir Robert Hatigerfgfd, 
who iliusj bj right of his wife, came into possessiou '* of the 
lands of her inheritaace, part of which were, Henley upon 
Thames, Broughton, Astoo^ Bampton, and a part of the manor 
of S tandlake, co m * Oxo n /' See Kennet^ s Parochial Antiquitiea, 
p* 562, This Egbert Hungerford, says Dagdale, was sum- 
moned to Parliament by the title of Lord MoUns in the £3rd of 
Henry VI. In what way the manor of Aston came into the 
possession of the Horde family I have not beea able to 
ascertain. 

4, Concerning the manor of SniEFORD, in early times^ there 
ia great obscurity : in a charter, by which Ethelmare or 
Aylnier,cari of Com wall, before the year 1005, gave certain lands 
to the abbey of Ensham, which he had just founded, appears 
the " vill of Scipfort," and a charter of confinnation by 
Betnigius, bishop of Lincohij who died and was buried at 
Ensham Abbeys in the year of our Lord ll23j mentdona 
''Scipford'' as included at that time among the possessions of 
the abbey. See Bishop Keunet, and Dugd ale's Monasticon, 
HI, pp. 15. SO,] It is however probable that no manorial 
rights were granted to the abbey, for we find that the manor 
of Shifford was in the hands of Edward Crouchback son of 
Henry IIIj from whom it descended to He Dry earl of Lan* 
caster, then to his daughter Blanch, from her to John of Gaunt 
duke of Lancaster, and to his son Henry IT. Part of the parish 
of Standlake was included in the royal property, of which Gannt 
House, with its moat, is still a remnant, Wlieu the abbeys 
were dissolved by Henry VIII, the manor of Shifford was grant- 
ed to Edward lord North : its lands &c, were then valued at 
£^l, 143. 6d., less outgoings paid to the receiver &Ci £4. 3s. 
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4d, ^' and so remaineth clear £17, 10s, 2d.'* [Valor Eccles. 
II, 20S. Dugdale III, pp. 27— 3L] 

The hamlet of Sliiffordj as rojal property, was exempt 
from the following imposts ; telonio, paMagio^ dalla^io, tollagio^ 
tallagiQ^ carnagiQ and terragiOj throughout the whole kiBgdom, 
These were different tolls and duties levied on the erection of 
stalls^ the sale, carriage, and passage of goods, but it is difficult 
to dscertaiii their exact uaturCi 

The bounds of Shifford are accurately laid down in the char- 
ter above-mcntioDed, A. D, 1005, and may be traced without 
much difficulty, even at the present time. 

*' These are the land-marks at Shifford^ first from the Thames to 
Chimney-lake : from the lake to the way : along the way to Cynlaf a 
stone : from the stone along the way to Ken twine's tree : from the tree 
along the way to the lake, along the lake agaiti to Sumerford : and two 
weirs, one above the lake, the other beneath.* " 

NOTE. 

The mninor orHhUTord h^StOf late yean, fallen Into a 6nrt of sbeynnce, no doubt be- 
ciuie the pnpulatldn has becdme »q %mn\\, and irnxw the fACt thnt aJtnoflt the whole ol it 
)« divided between the two large farms, cnlkd Old and New ShirTufd. The tenants of hoth 
the!i«; farma havfl for a larj^e number i>f yean been membeTs of the family of Willlaini, 
The lute Mr John Williams Cfofmetly of Coutel who died in 1H21. vith his sons Mr. Mi- 
chael and Mr* Peter Williams {the present tenant) liav& successively held tht fsrm «f Old 
ShifTord of ihe earl* of Harcourt. 

John Williams, MlBslonar],\ martired at ETromajifa^and Sir James WlUlTiiTis, kn!ghl« 
Ex-$h«riff, iver« bunches of this family. The fullowLn^ account of the former ma^ 
bi9 of interest %^ my readers ; 

"Tho Rcvd. John William* was the great grandson of Mr. Jamea Williams of 
B&utb Leigh, Yeoman, who was for JO jears a D«acon of the Hapti&t Chureh at Cnate. 
He left Enirlatid in ISIG as a missionary to the island of Raiatea, the largest of the Society 
Islands, under the auspices of the l^ndoji Miaslonaiy Society. For twenty yearj he 
prosecuted his self-denying labours in the isles i>f tbe Pacific, with an amount i^f suc^ 
cess not often realized. In addition ta hiR statM lahours in pr« Aching' and teiicliin^ 
tlie trnthii of tbe gospel, in establishing schools, in translating and printing the scTip> 
tunes and elementsry publications^ bis inventive mind enabled him to In^itruct the 
tiattves in improi^ed modes of constructing their houses, in buroiii]; lime from their 
eoral reefs ^ in erecting simple sugar mills, and even in the construction of a sloop of 
some SO or ^ tons, in all which lahQurs, like another Oberlin, Williams was tbe pioneer. 
Working laboriously with his own ban ds.^— The perseverance which be displayed In 
overcoming th-t obstacles which arose from his wont of tools, and the destruction of 
his only p^dr of bellows by the rats, are graphicsllj detcribed in his Missionary Knter- 

firlies, some 3 or 10 editions of which hnvp been published*^ Hii self -devotion and dli- 
nterestednesa at length bad its due effect upon the minds of the natives \ animated 
with the zeal of the first Christians tbfty abdlished the superstitions of ages and 
brought the idols of their ancestDrs to their instructors to he committed to tbe 
flames. The Honourabto Captain Waldegrave, H, M* S, Seringa patam, and Lord 
Byrcn, eaptain of tbe Blonde, have borne hornorabte testimony to tbe proficiency of these 
poor Islanders In Scriptural knowledge^ and declaicd that they bod received answers to

§ 30. Past MiSToRTf or Bampton ciuiosologicaixi 

AURAKGED. 

The most aucient monument of atitiquity remaining in the 
parish of Ba nipt on J i^^iw doubts 'Lew barrow/ a inoimt about 15 
feet high and of proportional dim en si on s^ standing on the highest 
point of the Lew hilJs. Tlie Barrow has been of late years 
planted with trees, and surrounded bj a hedgCj so that it would 
be difficult for a stranger to fintJ it^ and when founds the mass 
of foiiagCj with which it is thickly coveTed, deprives it of that 
striking and impressive characterj w hich all sneh grand and 
simple monuments J in their original stnle^ possess. It is ali^o 
for another reason to be lamented that this solitary record of the 
Ancient Britons, — for it is probably a chief of that nation who 
lies there entombed^ — ^shonM he covered with a plantation. 
The yearly dilapidations of the young trees will more and more 
tend to deprive the mound of its original features, until they 
have arrived at maturityj when they will probably be felled and 
their roots be grubbed up, a process, which in all probability, 
will complete the destruetiou of the mound, that marks the 
ancient warrior^s tomb, f 

t tf tbece remarks shouM meet the eye of the proprieter of Lew Burow, It may Bugi^it 
or hip epnsideration the propriety of removing the plantation^ and of reitorlnf Law 
UtirroWr as near as may be, la itn^orij*inal state. 
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Tliougli diere is no reaspn for diiiputiiig the tradition \*hieli 
gives a sepulchral origin to Lew barrow, I have not been able to 
iiscertaiu tliat any lioman or British road passed- through or 
near the parisli of Bam p ton, though some of our autiiiuaries 
have endeavoured to prove that such was the caae. 

It k well known that the Horn a us ha<l liardly gained a foot- 
ing in this island, before thej begau to make mibtary roads or 
to rf^-midel the existing roads of the BritonSj so as to suit tijejr 
own miUtary purposes. These constructions were of two kindS, 
Uigli-wavSj vim pmnaie^, of which there were four, traversing 
the Icingdom from one extremity to the utber, and bye-ways, 
^n£R mitwrejs, which formed the communication between small 
towns and villages. The former were also denominated, Royal 
roads, repa ; Prsetorian, prtehri^ ; Consular, comuhires ; 
Privileged, ^r/r?7fV7/j2/€t ; &c. oecording lo particular circum- 
stances connected with them : tlie latter were ako dcnoniinated 
Vicinal, vmuales ; becau^ they led from one hamlet {vwus) to 
another. 

In the third volume of Grose's antiquities 1 find the follow- 
ing account of the t;vo principal Roman roads which passed 
through Oxfordshire. To save the reader the trouble of refer- 
ritig to that work^ 1 extract the passage, though I suspect tbat 
the Akeman Street passed loo far to the north to liave touched 
the parish of Bam p ton : 

"'Tlie Roninti roads in this county are the Ikencld Slrett and 
Akemiiu StreeU Tlte iirat erttera Oxfortkhirc at tiftringeford from 
Barkalih'p, aiitl passes Ntirth-eaat, where it entera Cuctiiighamshire. 
'Die Akeman Street was a consular way^ enters from Biickingham^hire 
near Biccater, ^las^ea through Wood.^lock Park^ and crossing the river 
Chtirwel and Evajilode^ enters Gloucfrstersliire, So nth* West of Burford 
(it must tlierefore haye rvm by or throiiglv Bamptou). Another road \n 
the remains of a vicinal way, called Grytne*s DyW, which enterii thii 
county from Berkahire, near WaiUn^l'ortl, crosses the Thames, and run- 
ning- South- E-ist, and crossing Ikeucld Street, pa&sos the Thames a se- 
cond time uca? llenly, and re-enters Berkshire," 

It appears, then^ that before ibe oonr^ucst of Englatidbr the 
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SixoTiij there are no noticcSj in hi^torj^ of BamptoTi, and hut 
one ancient inDntirnent which can he said to heloug io the 
preceding period. But soon after the country had suhmitted 
to the domination of the Sax on s, we find tbia town mentioned 
as the scene of a blooJy battle between the West-Saxons and 
the neighbouring En tons from Wales. The earliest mention 
of this occurrence is found in the work, commonly called the 
Anglo-Saxon Chronicle, which was written at different timeji 
and hj different persons : the first part of ii was wiitteu proba- 
bly in the seventh century. 

Tbe unlearned reader may require to be told that between 
tbe years 500 and SOD of the Christian sera England was 
divided into seven petty kingdomB, Tlie county of Oxford lay 
between the kingdoms of Mercia and W esses. This frontier- 
position of Oxfordshire occasioned it to be tbe scene of frequent 
battles between the Mercians and West-Saxong, in ^vliich the 
neiglihouring DritonSj from the we^^tern parts of Gloucestershire 
and Wales, frequently took part, assisting sometimes one party, 
sometimes tlic otherj and not unfrequently fighting against 
them both. In the year Gil Cynegils became king of Wes sex, 
and in the fourth year of his reign be was summoned to repel 
a large army of Welcbraen who had invaded hk dominions on 
the northern frontier. In this expedition he had the aid of 
his brave, hut ferocious and blood-thirsty son, Cuichelm, who 
became king after him. The notice of this exploit is given 
with httle regard to embellishment in the Saxon Chronicle. 

** A. D* 611. This year Cyneg^ils ant! Cuiclielra fought at Beanidune, 
and sluw twp thousiind and sixty five Welshmen/* 

Tins is all we know of a battle, which, if we mny judge by 
the number of the slahi, must have been an action of consider- 
able importance. It is not mentioned by Venerable Bede ; and 
some of the later CbroniclerSi as Ethel werd, Ilenr^ of Hun- 
Hiiirdon, und Floi-cncc uf Wo^eG^le^, have either followed the 
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words of the OIJ Chrotiicle, or varied and amplifiei them hj 
uuirnportant additions,* 

I find in a work of little authority called the British Travel- 
ler [4 vols 4to, London, 1819, v. IV, p, 68] the following state- 
mentj whichj if it were tmCj would give us tlje next fact in 
chmuolo^cal order, belonging to the history of Bainptan, 

"At Bampton, in fl82, a cmincil ia said to have been Wld by th^ 
kings Et held red and B^rthwald ^ at which Aldhehu, abb at of Mdliufls- 
hury^ being pveaentj waa commanded to write against the erior of the 
British Church in the observance of Easter/' 

It is certain tiiat siinh a cooneil w^as held about this time, 
and thut Aldliehn, abbat of Malniesbnry, wnh pre^^eiit at itj and 
it is extremely probable that the coaTicil was held in this neigh- 
bourhoodj but that it was held at Bamptou is more than I cau 
venture positively to assert. 

Another statement^ found in the same publication, however 
correct it may be in all other particularSj is certainly erroneous 
as far as regards the place where the facts are said to have hap- 
pened* The author^ describing Bampton, writes thus : 

" On a spot atiU called the Battle Edge* CutUred, kijig of the Weat- 
Saxon^, then tributury to the Mercians, incensed by the exactiunii of 
t.ieir king Ethel bald, hazarded an engagement with th it prince.

Font coBtra Britonea^ potlsfcime APVD Bamttov ivjlta OjnsiJiK." 
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following accauiit* " This year Cutiiredj king of the West- 
SaKons, iu the l£tli year of his reign, fought at Burford against 
EthelbalJ, king of the Jlercians, and put him to Eight." This 
was no doubt the battle fought at the place called Battle Edge^ 
and Burfordj not BamptoOj the place referred to hj the Author 
of the British Traveller. 

After this lime the name of Bampton again merges into its 
original obseuritj until the reign of king AlfrecSj an interval 
of 300 years* This noble monarch, whom England will alwaja 
place at the head of its truly great menj wsis born at Wantage 
in Berkshire^ and passed great part of his life in that part of the 
kingdom. It is necessary here to speak only of his connexion 
with Bampton which derives its principEd lustre from 
t!ie arts of peace and civiHaation which it was his principal 
object to promote. We arc not left to doubt that the river 
whose navigable stream winds between Bamp!.on and the op- 
posite county of Berks, has been often covered with the 
alendcr sliips and hononred by the presence of the patriot king. 
But when his fleets and arms had saved England from subjec- 
tion to her cruel foeSj her sovereign endeavoured, by promoting 
learning and teacliing his subjects the advantages of good 
governmentj to elevate the countn^ which he had saved to a 
position among the eiviiixed nations of Europe. To effect this 
object he rot only patronized learning but became a learned 
man himself* He wrote works^ which are still in exij^tenoe, 
occupying many volumes, and to him is due the institution q( 
many of our most useful laws. 

Sir Hcrjry Spehnan, in bis life of this illustrious king, p. 1S7, 
has given an extract from a MS* formerly in the Cottonian 
library, containing " diverse precepts and instructions " of King 
Alfred, tending to inform and ameliorate his rude subjects. 
Thisi MS probably perished in the fire which consumed many 
Tolurae* of the Cottonian library. The reader will find in the 
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apiJendijt to tliis volume all tliat remains of these j^ajiiigs of 

Kins; Alfred in Ibe original Anglo-Saxon iongae, and I here 

subjoin a literal translation in English : 

At SUifTord sat tlianca mnJij, 

Many bishops, and many bouk-karned [men], 

EbtIei wise and knights aMrfuL 

There was earl Alfric, of the law so wise, 

And eke Alfred, Enp:land's herd ['a-maii], England's darling ; 

In England he was king ; them he began [to] learn, 

So him they nvight hear, how they their life should lekd. 

Alfticd, he was in England a king well so strong. 
He was king and clerk : veil be loved God 'a work. 
He was wise iti his wotd, and wary in liia apeeeb.

He is one bUss overall hleiSEsedness, 
He is one man, mild master ; he one folk*s father [common

Tuts quoth Alfred, England's eomfovt. 
" He niEiy no right king be under Oirtist s self^

Thus quoth Alfred, England's comfort; 
" The earl and the atheling too he imder the kmg, 
llie land to lead with lawful deed ;

And every man's doom to his own door comelh. 

Tntjs quoth Alfred i "The knight behoveth 
Cimningly to mow for to weary [relieve] the land 
Of hunger, and of beregong, that the Church hava 
Quiet iUkd the churl [petisant] hf* in peace, 
His seeds to sow, his meads to mow^ 
H is plough«i to drive 10 our all behoof :

of an Enemy one ct>ald make it become his fi ietid, l^'cr wijat differs

Thl^s quoth Alfred; ** A young man inmt never give him&elf to 
evil, though good befals him not tu hl^ mind, nor though he enjoys not 
twery thing be would : for Clirist can when he will giva ^ood after evil 
and wealth after grace* Happy is he that is made for it. * 

Thus quoth Allrt^d ; " A wise Child is the blessing of his father* If 
thou hast a child, while it is litt'e, teach it the precepts that belong ti> 
a man ; and when it ia grown up it will fallow theni ; then shall thy child 
become such as shall recompense thee j but if ihovi lette&t him go after 
his own will, when he cotneth to age it will grieve him sore^ and he 
shall curse him that had the tuition of him : then shall thy shiltl trana- 
gress thy admonition^ and it would be better for thee that thou hadst no 
Child; tor a child unborn is bettt^r (.ban one unbeaten/' 

Thls quoth Alfred : *' If thou grow eat into age, hast wea.th, and 
canst take no pleasure, nor hast strL^ngth to govern tbyi^elf, tbtn (hank 
thy Lord for all that he hath sent thee, for thj own life, and for the 
day s light, and fur all the pleasures he hath mude for man ; and what- 
soever bL^comcth of thee, say thou, come what come will, be wel- 
come/' 

Thus quoth Alfred: " Wordly wealth at last con.eth to the worms 
and all thi? glory of it to dust, and our life is soon gone. And though 
one had the rule of all this middle world, and of the wealth in it ; jet 
could he keep his life hut a short w\xde. x\ll thy Happiness would but 
work thy misery, unless thou oouldst purchase thee Christ, Therefore, 
when we lead our lives as God hulh tuught us, we then be^t serve our- 
selves. For then he assured that he will aupport us i for so said Salo- 
mon, that wise man ; well is lie that doeth good in this world, for at 
last hi^ Cometh where he findeth it.'* 

Thus qvioth Alfred : ** My dear son, set thee now beside mei and I 
will deliver thee true Instructions. My son I feel that my hour is 

coming. My countenance is wan. My My days are almost 

done. We must now part. 1 shall to another world, and thou shall 
he left alone In all my wealth. 1 pray thee (ibr tliou srl: my dear child) 
Htrive to he a Father^ and a Lord to thy people, be thou the children '^i 
Father and the widow's friend, comfort thou the poor and slielter Jie 
weak ■ and with all thy might, right that which is wrong. Ant!, son, 
govern thyself by law, then sliaU the Lord love thee» and God nbove all 
things shall be thy Reward. Call thou upon him to advise thee iu all 
thy need, and so he shall help thee the better to compass that which 
thou WDuldst." 

In remembrance of king Alfred's parliametit at Sh if ford ivc 

may adduce the testimony of long-lived trudition ; the risii^g 
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groandj hi which the little charch stands, is still called the 
*' Court-close/' and Ls well adapted for holding a large assem- 
bly of people. The " kiug's-way ^' field, close to Aston, derives 
its name, pruhabj, fn>m the prcschce of the king. It may 
abo bo mentioned that ruins, apparently of a burial-gronnd, 
lyinj between the present church and the river, attest that Shif- 
fora was a more considerable place than it is at present, 

A* D» 1010. This year was fought a severe battle between 
Edmund Ironside and Canute, at Sceorstan^ which is referred 
to Chimney by Thorpe, in hia translatiou of Lappenberg [IIj 
1 89], but I have do donbt that it applies rather to SherstoDO 
near Malmesbury. 

The history of Bampfcon is now again lost in obscurity^ 
until the time of Edward the Confcst?orj — a man who would 
Imvo been a credit to a society of monks, but, as a king, ^pa3 
the first cause of all tbe calamities which his people afterwards 
endured, Ihe chaplain to this prince was Leofric, who^ upon 
the union of the two bishoprics of Crediton and SL Gcrmnii's 
(the bishopric of Corn wall) in 1040, and the removal of them 
to Exeter, became the first bishop of that see^ and gave (o his 
newly founded cathedral- church at Exeter Ina land at Eampton, 
which after the lapse of eight centuries, notwithstanding all the 
violent religious and political convulsions which have arisen 
du:ing that period, the Dean and chapter of Exeter still retain 
in their possession* Eor the most complete account of Leofric, 
see Godwin, vol, I, p. 300. 

In tbe Appendix will be found the charter by which the 
church of Exeter still holds its property in Bainpton ; it is co- 
pied out of a book preserved in the Bodleian libnir}^ which 
Ti ns also given by Leofric to the church at Exeter, 

A. D, 108C, At this time Domesday-book was written, by 
order of William the Conqueror, Baniptou is therein men- 
tioned in the following manner:

From the pantiage and salt- work 8 of Wic and otlier customary pay- 
ments, £9» i:Js, From the yearns produce £ 15. The soke of iwo 
Hiuidredti belongs to this Manor. 

In the whole it pays by the year SO pounds and forty ahillinga by 
the tale, 

Ilhart of Lacy holds half a hide by the gift of tlie Bishop of Bayeiix ; 
and Walteri son of Ponz, holds a certain smalt p&rtion of laiid ; and 
Henry de Ferrars holds a certain Wood^ which Dundy llie Forester had* 
The County affinns that all this belongs to the Kiag,..,.. 

The Bishop of Exeter holds of the king six hides in Bt^nton^ (Bamp- 
toiij) find Robert of liim, Uijihop Levric (Leofric) held it. The land 
!■ of 6 ploughs. Now in the domain arc two ploughs and two slaves and 
ten villains with seven Cottagers. They have three ploughs. In that

A. D. 1152, March 1-t — The tlUe of a ball issued by 
Pope EiigeiiiuSj confirming the possessions of Ae church of 
Exetar.

This year, according to White Kenneth in 
h,'s Parochial Antiquities, [ttli edit, v. J, pnge ISTJ '^in the 
accounts of the sheriff, Rt^giinildj earl of Boulognej answered

This is confirmed by the plea which William de Valence ad- 
duced at the assize held in Oxford^ A. D. 1285, shewing that 
he held Ms manorial rights in Bampton by the same tenure as 
the Count of BoulognCj i\ho ** held that manor, ^vith the hua- 
dred, of out King llenrv, father of the king that now k, kc" 

A, D. 1249, March 10, the date of the charter to William 
de VuiuGce. By this decd^ of which the preamble is addressed 
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in the usual farm, " The king to the archbishops^ &c. healthy" 

recites the grant of 

all OUT miinor of Bamplon to our faithfiil nnd well-beloved brother Wil- 
liam de Valence J together with the hundred, domains, homageS| rents, 
&c. &c. except thajse lands with their appurteiiaucea which we had be* 
fore granted within the fiame manor for thirty librates of land to Hu- 
bert Fogeys, whose service Rud homage we have moreover granted to 
the aame Willi am de Valenee. 

A, D. 1314-15. In this year, which \iasthe Sth of Edward 
II, Aylmer de YalencCj grand- son of William tie Valence, aud 
carl of Pembroke, " obtained a license from the kin^ to make 
a castle of his house at Bampton " These are the words of 
White Keonetj in Iji^ Parochial Antiquities [I, p. 3J:^6j] hut as 
he refers to no anthority for this Btatement, tiie period, at which 
Bampton Castle first received the character and appearance of 
a fortress was supposed to be still involved in uncertainty, 
and in the first edition of this volume it was stated as a mat- 
ter rather of probabiHty than of historical certainty that Aylmer 
de Valence first fortified the Castle. Of this fact there cannot 
now be a reasonable doubt, for in the Patent BoUsj publish- 
ed within the last few years, we find the following entry, [Paf. 
Eot 8 Edw. 11, par. 2, m. 17] : 

Quod Adomarus de Valencia Comes Pembrochli^ posait crenellara 
man sum suum de Baiupton in com. Ox on. 

That Aylmer de Valence, earl of Pembroke, may crenellate, [1. e. 
make battlements and tuwers to] his castle at Bampmn. 

By the discovery of this notice the qnestion ia entirely set at 
rest for the future ; and it ia interesting to remark, though do 
longer necessary as a link in the argument, that the rnina of 
the Castle, still in existence, are in direct harmony with the 
account just given, being certainly not more ancient than the 
date here assigned. 

A. D. 1321, This year is memonible for the civil wars which 

raged between the king Edward IT, and his barons. The 

dissension had begun the year bcforej but some hopes of a 

reconciliation still remained : which however were soon de-

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Btrojed, The cause of the war being renewed is told n* 
by Geoffeiy le Baker a native of SmnbrokCj * and afterwards 
a moiik in Oaenej abbey, ''In the year 1321 the ladjr^ 
Queen Isabella, about the feast of Saint Michael^ came to tlie 
Castle of Leeds in Kent^ wishing to spend the night there, 
but admittance was denied her. The kingj construing the 
queen's repulse into an affront upon himself, commanded 
the neighbouring people^ with the men of Essex and some 
Londoners, to besiege the castle* The governor of the for- 
tresSj B. de BaddesmerCj leaving bis wife and children in the 
castle, with his servants to defend it^ set out with the other 
barons to plunder the property of Hugh " le De Spencer, the 
king's favourite- The king meanwhile reduced the castle 
and spent the following Christmas- day at Cirencester, from 
whence he marched with liis army towards Gloucester.

Eobert de El ford [probably Yelford aiear 
Bampton] at this time held a tenement at Aston on the condi- 
tion of " serving with a bow and arrows or some other kind of 
arm.s in any war of our lord the king^ within his kingdom, for 
the space of 40 days, at his own proper cost/' [See Appen^ 
dix, p. 16, last hnc^ and AshmoL MS.

[Inquisitiones post mortem, IT, 217], 

A. D. 148 L, April d, the date of a deed, [No XIV in tho 
Appendix] by which it appears that '' Eichard Williams camd 
to this court and received of the lord one messuage, one toffe 
and two half yard-lands with their appurtenances, caUed 
Doddes and Wilderes, to have and to hold to him and to hisj 
according to the custom of ihe manor, by rent, other charges, 
customs and services therefrom jastly due and accustomed

In most part» of England^ fiklrmi^hcs^ assaults and salloys were so 
frequent and so fierce, that all people now dreaded and felt the deplo- 
rable effects of a civil war. 

A. D. 1646, About this date a battle was fought in Aston-

the two square entrenchments^ which still appear on the open

A, Dp 1564. This year the celebrated antiquary^ Antony 
Wood, paid a visit to Bampton, We learn this fact from his 
ovFn diaryj ^vbich was published by Hcame in a work contain- 
ing the biographies of the three antiquaries, Leland^ Hearne, 
and "Wood. At page 192 of the second volume of that book 
we find the follo^ring memorandum : 

"At Northmofe with Mr. Pet- NirolUj where we were entertained 
by Mr- Tw^i'ford. Thence wee went to Bampton, where w^e lodged 
one ni^ht in the house of Mr Cook, one of the vicars. The next morn- 
ing very early I went to the castle, nenre the church there, and 
took the niins thereof, and so return 'd to Oxon." 

This sketch of the castle is engraved in the volume of biof^- 
phy above-mentioned : the original is still preserved among the 
papers of .\nti Wood in the Ashmolean Museum at Oxford^ No, 
8505. It is very rudely drawn and in the present day would be 
thougbt a most contemptible performance, even for an amateur j 
yet it nevertheless furnishes sufficient data upon whicli, with 
the assistance of the existing rninsj a plan of the west front 
of the castle might be constructed with tolerable accuracy. 

A, J>. 1677. Dr. Plott's History of OxfordBbire was publish *

1 might here offer ^oTna^ further remark on the abuse of charitable Donntidns 
in general, but having far exceeded the bounds of my iutend?d plan, 1 shall con- 
clude by just observini,', that [P. 16] there are or were four other houses belong- 
ing to the parish said to he situate in a part of the Town called Rosemary f^ane j 
but I cannot say which are the houpes^ or whether they are low standing or fal- 
len down.

XXII. ORDERS AND STATUTES FOR THE FREE SCHOOL AT 

BAMPTON, IN THE COUNTY OF OXON, AS AGREED ON BY 

THE VISITORS, JAN. 14, 17312. 

Thete ttatutm are copied from a printed paper, and are here gireo as acurioaity, for there ia no pr 
that they poaseM any authority. 

1. That the School-master be orthodox for religion, and of a godly co 
versa ti on. 

2. That he be well qualified to teach the Latin and Greak tongues. 

3. That there be Morning and Evening Prayers in a Godly Precompoa'd t 
form duly observed. 

4. Tliat on Wednesdays and Fridays and all Saint's Days the SchooI-masI 
briuff or cause to be brought all his scholars to Prayers in the Parish Church, ai 
see that they be taught their catechisms according to the Form of the church 
England, with some proper explanation of the same. 

5. That the Hours of school be from 6 o'clock to 11 in the morning, ai 
from 1 to 5 in the afternoon all the summer time. Viz. — From Lady-day 
Michaelmas, and in winter from 8 o'clock to eleven, in the Morning, ai 
from 1 till 4 in the afternoon. 

6. That all boys fit to be taught Lntin of the parish of Bampton, viz. Bam 
ton. Weald, Lew, Haddun, Aston, Coate, Chimney, Shifford, Bright-hampto 
and Yelford, be admitted in the said school paying each of 'em to the M^t 
2 shillings and sixpence for entrance, and afterwards quarterly, 1 shilling. 

7. If the School-master shall think fit to teach English, such scholars, i 
taught shall pay 5 shillings entrance, and 5 shillings quarterly ; and shall 1 
obliged to pay for a whole quarter, if they come to school any part thereof. 

8. That the schoolmaster constantly reside in the town of Bampton, and i 
case he shall accept of any preferment inconsistent with such residence, the 

one occupied by James Saunders, the other by William Hoar the former of which the late Parmer Hani 
lived in many years without paving any rent, or acknowledgement for the same, and when he remort 
to Bampton, he left his Ron Thomas in the quiet possession thereof, who resided in it several yeai 
and afterwards sold it to James Saunders for the sum of twelve Guineas. The other house has with 
these few years past been bought and sold thiee or four times, for Seventeen or Eighteen pounds ea< 
time. There was also another house standing a few years ago on this very spot ; but it having falh 
greatly to decay, — was taken down, and the occupier whose name was Brooks, sold most of the mat 
rials to a late opulent Farmer at Lew. Ihcsv notwithstanding they have been claimed by the preser 
and former occupiers, as their own, areundoulitedly parish houses; for I am very well informed, lh< 
used to be repaired by part of the Timber that growid on the said Close : and according to Mr. Frwd 
rick's Table, a lease of these Houses and the Land belonging to the Church, was made in the year 16 
by the then Feoffees. To which may be added five cow commons in Lew heath, and a Land in Lc 
field, said to be part and parcel of this Estate, which Commons & Land have been in possession of tl 
Hanks's Family, more than half a Century. ^

A true slate of tlie Manor of Aston^ belocging to Tliomas 
Horde Esq., togetlier with the Village of Cote and the rest of 
Aston aforesaid both in the Parish of Eamptoii in the County 
of Oxford. 

That in the Villages of A^ton and Cote aie 64 jard-lands 
leionging to the Manor of Astoii-Bogcs^ being the manor of 
the said Mr Horde^ of which iO yard-lands, 12 yard -lands are 
estated ont to several tenants for lives by cop_y of Conrt EoU^ 
2^ yards are let by lease to several tenants for 99 years if 
certain lives so long live^ and 5 yard-lands^ residue of the 
said 40 yard-lands^ are let by several leases to several tenants 
for several terms under several rack rents j so as there is now 
no parcel of the said manor remaining in the Lord's hands 
fxcept only the meadow and Beasts- commons belonging to 
lialf a yard'landsj which the said Mr Horde reserves to himself 
out of one of the Leases, 

That of the other 24 yard -land s, residue of the said 04 
yitrd-lands, about 1^ yard -la lids thereof was ancient freehold, 
not holden of the manor of Aston-Boges, nor paying any rent 
io the Lord thereof, or doing any suit to the courts there. 

That 9 yard-lands more of the said 24 yard-lands were 
heretofore parcel of the manor of Shiftordj a village adjacent, 
and were formerly ]\eld of the said manor by copy of Court- 
Kol!, but all the tenants thereof were about 20 years since 
m ide freeholders by Sir John Yeate, who Iia^ing a joint 
interest with Judge Williams*^ in the manor of SliiffordCj had 
f liese lands set out to him for parcel of his moiety.

lauer is the Anglo-Saxon root of the Ejjglisk word lord** See 
Madden^s glossary to Lazamoii. 

Kentwine^ mentioned in the next hne, was brother to Cwichelm 
and son of Cynegils^ king of Wessex, He died in 685. 

In the time of James I^ John ^^ilhamsj archbishop of York, 
Mas joint lord of the manor of Sliifford with Sir John Yeate. 

I am indebted to B. Williams Esq. F, S. A. of HiUingdon, for 
the following additional partictdars ; '^ Kent win e^s tree 
is mentioned as one of the honnds of Shifford in a charter of 
Ensham abbey* Kenti;\'ine was of the royal race of the Kings of 
Mercia, and was King of the "West Saxons in 676. Kinlaf'a stone 
stood probably^ where the boundary cross is now cutj opposite 
the Common gate between Cote and IShifford^ and was probably one 
of those stones called MEenhirSjlhe superstitious worship of which 
was expressly forbidden by Canoie when Chrisliaiiity was embraced. 
Shifford was given by King Edgar, before the jear 970^ to the 
Dake Byrthnothj the friend and councillor of king Edgar, as a 
reward for his ser\^iccSj and from him it descended to Leofwine, 
•nho bequeathed it to his cousin Ayltiierj Eail of Cornwallj who 
about the year 1000 or 1005 gave it to the abbey of Ensham. 

In addition to the Witan of Shifford, there were Witans held 
at Witney, (^ its name^ Witan-ige, the island of the Witan, 
testifies,) and at Longw^orth, then called Weorthig, or Wyrthe, 
anno 93L (See Kemble'^a Sa3ton Charters^ no 1103,) A' little 
beyond Longworth, is the callage of Kingston BagpnzCj which 
doubtless deriv'^ed its name too from King ALfi'ed's presence, for 
hia castle was close by. (Sec Charters^ No 1276 and li^77.) 
At this once important towiij tlie very name of which, Beak-puse 
— ^surrender purse' — is now suggestive of desolation, it is 
more than probable that tlnxe of our kings were crowned^ viz. 
jEthelstan, Eadrcd, and yEthelred IL Some interesting parti- 
culars respecting Cote are given in the Gentleman^s Maga^^ine for 
Det^emher 1819, and the Pedigree of the Horde family is given 
in No 1 of Nichols's Topograplicr and Genealogist.
